XT vill readily appear to the most 
cursory reader of the following pages, 
tbat they were primarily inteoded 
for publication in a very remote 
land. In the year 1810, during the 
author's residence in that far coun- 
try, a plan vaa formed by certain 
pious persons in Calcutta ibr trans- 
latiog Bum/an't Pilgrim's Progress 
into Hindoostannee, for the use of 
such of the natives as were begin- 
ning to shew an interest in religious 
subjects. But iq>on making the at- 
tempt^ the style of that celebrated 
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work and the raanners therein dis- 
played were found so entirely repu^ 
naut to the Oriental taste, as to rea- 
der the prosecution of such design 
no longer desirable. A proposal was 
then made to the author to write 
an Indian Pilgrim's Progress, adapt- 
ed to the taste, the manners, and the 
peculiar prejudices of Hindoostann: — 
in consequence of which, this little 
work was iainiediately composed with 
a sincere desire to assist in preparing 
the way of the Lord among a people* 
who have contributed, in no ordinary 
degree, to the extension of our na- 
tional affluence and renown. Cer- 
tain circumstances, however, occur- 
ring to prevent the printing of this 
volume abroad, the writer has been 
prevailed with to lead forth her In- 
dian Pilgrim upon English ground; 
where, she trusts, if he make an 
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unumai, it may not be altogether an 
uninteresting spectacle. And though 
this bumble traveller to Zion presents 
faimielf in the garb of a stranger 
among his fellow- subjects in this 
kingdom; it is nevertheless presumed, 
that he bears about him the marks 
of our common Lord and Master, 
exhibiting the most unequivocal 
proofs of his belonging to that sa- 
cred brotherhood, in which there is 
nather Greek nor Jew, circumcision 
nor wKircumcinon, Barbarian, Scy- 
thian, bond nor free. It has not 
been thought necessary, on this oc- 
canon, to alter those foreign appd- 
lations, whic^ were indispensable to 
the original dengn of this under- 
taking: nor was it judged advisable 
to omit those allusions to Indian 
customs and usages, with which it 
abounds; since if they add nothing 
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to its embellish men t, they will at 
least afford the European pilgrim an 
opportumCy of comparai:^ the rea- 
sonable serrices of Christianity with 
, the superstitious vanities of Hea- 
thenism. 

It may be proper here to state, 
that the story of the Pilgrim Bu- 
tholomew, as far as related by him- 
self, presents the real histmy of a 
certain schoolmaster employed by tiie 
author and her friends in the in- 
struction of native boys. Nor magr 
it be amiss to add, that many of 
the facts and conversatiwu intro- 
duced with Klation to the Indian 
Pilgrim himself, were taken from real 
life.

Behold, I MW before me, in my dream, a great 
city standing in a valley; and this city spread itself 
out exceedingly, to the east and to the west, to 
the north and to the south, even ante the utmost 
bounds of the habitable globe. 

Above thii mighty city, ia the heavens, weie 
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dark cloudt, charged wiA lulphui and electijc fiee, 
ever ready to burst ovei it; while beiiMtii it wa> 
the pit of hell: and behold, from time lo lime, 
loud thunders rolled and vivid lightoinga flashed on 
every side. Moreover, the earlh quaknl and trena- 
bled; and sometimes flames broke forth from ba- 
neath, licking up sach of the inhabitants a* were 
exposed to them. 1 saw, too, that the city wua 
liable to noxious damps and tremendous hurricanes; 
so that it appeared to be a dwelling-place ex- 
ceedingly undesirable and miserably iaconvenient. 
Then was I minded to see what manner of men 
lived in this city : and behold, when I looked into 
the streets, I san that they were thronged with 
persons of every nation under heaven. And lo! 
the wickedness of the men of the cily was very 
great, and the streets were filled with violence: 
(Gen. vi.) their mouths were full of cuning, de- 
ceil, and fraud; and under their tongues was mis- 
chief and vanity. (Psalm s. 7.) I saw, also, that 
ell the inhabitants of this city, small and great, were . 
smitten with a very sore leprosy, insomuch that, 
from the tok of the fool even unto the head, then 
■OMM 710 loundnrtt in them; but mmnds, aad bmitei, 
and putrifying sons: (Isaiah i. 6.) all were abo- 
minable, and altogether filthy, (here being noos 
good, no, not one, (Pm&i xiv. 3.) 

Now, what most surprised me was this, that I 
perceived that the greater part of these people were 
utterly unconscious of their «wn unclean and abo- 
mina'ble state, although they often expressed disgust 
at the wounds and sores of their acquaintance. 
Thus, the mass of the people followed their busi- 
ness and their pleasures, without seeking any re- 
tnedy for their diseases: for, believing themselves 
to be whole, they sought not a physician; (Matt. 
ix. 12.) neither did they mollify or bind up their 
wounds, regardless of the plague in their own bodies, 
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and litie bwiliBg tba fate of tbeir fellow^cnatuici, 
mtmy of whom were hourly pembing before their 
. eyes, in a gr^t variety of ways, vetifyioK the 
irordi of Scdonon the lung« Madtten it m iit heartt 
ttftketoM cfmai, ■ahik Ih^ Hve, and after thai litji 
;go to the dead. {Ecc\ea. ix. 3.) 

Some few persons, however, there were in the 
city, who seemed to be sensible of theii unhappy 
dtate. For, as tlw Scripttiie of the Chiistiaos 
eaith, tie turath of God it reotakd from heatim 
mgaatit ail tatgodUnea and uttrigiteoumest of men, 
D^ itM tie truth in mrighteoumett : because that 
uhich may be known of God it moMtfat in themj 
for God iuUh shewed it wUo them. For the invisible 
tMngt of him from the creation of the viorld are 
clearly teen, being undertlood by the thingt that 
are made, even Hi own eternal potoer and God- 
iead: so that those men who forget God are with- 
outescute. (Rom. i. 18— 20.) 

These persons, having a sense of their own foul 
and abominable condition, and feeling themselves 
liable to the wraih of God, and lit only, in the 
world to come, to receive their portion with sinners, 
formed many devices by which they hoped to purify 
themselves, and to make some atonement for theie 
nns. They built theauelvet high piacee, and images, 
and graces, on every high hill, and under every green 
tree, (1 Kings xiv. 23.) until their city was full of 
idols. Thus, they worthipped the works of their axn 
hands, that tuAtcA their ovinjingert had made. (Isaiaii 
ii. 8.) They sacrificed in gardens, and burnt incense 
an altars of brick. (Isaiah Ixv. 3.) Moreover, they 
wotshipped the host of heaven, the sun, the moon, 
and the stars; nay, they changed the glory of the 
iiKorrwptible God into an image made like to cor- 
n^lible man, and to birds, and four footed beasts, 
and ereqiing lUn^; (Rom. i. 33.) not considering, 
thM the ibiog^ which they worshipped were deviu, 
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uid fiot gods. AIk), fseltng the nnd of an atoM* 
nent, (wd being senible that xdthoat thed£ng tf 
hlood it no rtmittioit of uiu, (Heb. in, 32.) they 
poured out the blood of tboiuands of latns and 
iambi, of bullocks and goats, upoa their altttn; 
neither did they spare their own children, but 
■lew them before their gods; not coiHiderinf, that 
it it not poaibie that the blood i^MU and iff goati 
thmtld ialte aaay nn; (Heb. x. 4.) nor yet tbfe 
blood of the sinful soni of men: for our chil- 
dren, being bom according to the ordinary cauraa 
of nature, and from parents of whom Cometh- no 
good thing, can never sapply a sacrifice withont 
■pot or blemish, snch as a holy God must needs 
require when he seeks a substitute for the sinner. 

1 saw iu my dream, that, on account of the im- 
pious sacriSces and ^le idolatries of these people, 
their foolish hearts were darkened ; so that they en- 
tirely lost the kuowledge of the living and true God, 
Moieover, being led by Satan, they ordained many 
washings and needless cetetnonies; they cut them- 
Helves with knives and lancets, undergoing various 
cruel penances and horiible privations, if so be 
that an atonement might be thereby made- for ibeir 
uns. 

Now, while I looked on all these things, behold, 
one came to me from above, and her name was Wis- 
dom; and thus she spake unto me: — " That mi^ty 
eity which is now before thee is called, the City of 
Uie Wrath of God; and the valley in which it 
fctands is called Dettruetion. It is Uie natural 
birth-place of all mankind ; and they that continue 
to abide therein are called the c/uidnn of-airatk. 
(Eph. ii. 3.) The Evil One is the prince of that 
city, and the inhabitants thereof are his servants 
and his children." 

Then would I know of her that spake to me, 
bow it came to pats, that all mankind had follea 
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into 80 grierons a plight, every one being tainted 
'with an exceeding foul and horrible leprosy, render- 
ing them universally subject unto death and cor- 
niplioQ in iho gniTe. 

So she opened a book, which she held in her 
hand; [he title of which was. The Scripiuret of 
S'ruth. And from thence' she unfolded to me the 
history of the creation of man, by the ward of 
God; how man was formed in perfect holiness, 
and placed in a situation of perfect happiness; 
and how, by the suggestion of the Evil One, he 
was led to rebel against God, and thereby brought 
ain, which is spiritual death, and corruption, which 
is temporal death, upon all the human race. "And 
thus," said she, "the habitaiioQ of man, at tb« 
formation of which the moming-ttars taag toge- 
litr, and alt tie ions of God shwted for j<^, (Job 
xxxviii. 70 became polluted with sin, which, like 
a foul and abominable leprosy, hath tainted sH 
mankind, descending from the fathers to the chit- 
dreu, to countless generations." 

Then said I, " \a there no way to escape frtwi 
this dwelliog-placo of the wrath of God ? Will 
no one take pity on the sons of menf Is -there 
no one to bind op or mollify their woundsJ la 
tkert no balm in GHeadf i* there no pkyadan 
iheref (Jer. viii. 22.) 

But behold, while I spake, she that was before 
with me disappeared from my sight, and left me 
~U> continue my dream by myself. So, being 
alone, I looked again towards the city; and b&t 
boldj I marked a man who lived very sumptuously 
therein, and was one of great note in that part of 
the city in which he resided. The name of this 
man was Croonah Porist; being so called, because 
his sins had entire dominion over him. (JUmms vi. 
14.) This man had large possessions in the city; 
to wit, many tioUe housw, and ^iidens, and pools 
b3 
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of watcr.and orcfandi full of' all treti vbicb Ma 
beautiful to the Eight, sod bearing all matua n£ 
fruit: he had seivants aud maideiB, aad giaat pea- 
sesiioni of cattle, and much silver and. goJd, and 
nearUQgen and womeii-iiiigers/and the ddights of 
' the lons^ of men, as ntuBical instruments, and tboM 
ofallgorts; bo that he waa greatly increased above 
nany in the city. (Ecckt. ii.) And behold, he can- 
ned hiimdf haughtily, oppressing the faiherless awl 
the widow, and the treasurei of wickednen were ia 
his home. (Mkak vi. 10.) 

Now this man, notwithstanding he carried' hUn- 
•elf so proudly, was a leper from head to foot; 
80 that, although his outward garments were rich 
and beautiful, his hair powdered with the dust of 
the molha root, and his body anointed with fragrant 
oil, and oter of rotes, yet he Was a very vile and 
loathsome object, by reason of the plague of the 
leprosy within his skin. Yet he seemed, like many 
others in the city, to be totally unconsdoua of the 
loathsome disease, which perv^ed h:i whole body} 
nay, he absolutely denied that he had any such 
complaint, and was mighiily o&nded, if any one 
prcBuraed to hint such a thing, or to recommend 
to him any remedy: not that he was by any means 
blind to the symptoms of this disease in his neigh- 
bours, or failed to manifest an extraordinary disgust 
to it, when it appeared in persons who were not 
of his kindred or party in the city. Fur thete in- 
deed all iiKf re infected with the same disease, though 
Dot all in an equally odious form. 

Now it came to pass, that while 1 looked at this 
man, and enquired, wiihin myself, how such a one 
could be saved? or how he mighl be awakened to a 
sense of his unhappy situation f it pleased the Lord 
toafBict his house with many sore judgments; and, 
in particular, one of his familiar friends and compa- 
nions in fin was smitten with sudden death, going 
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tbWB into tke grave as a bteaat which perishetb. 
And behold, the Lord bleued this affliction to him 
that suxnved; so that he who was dead in (in, 
begut t» levive. 

And 6nt, the Lord God Jehovafa, by the power 
of hii Holy. Spirit, made Goonah Purist sensible of 
bia vile and abomitiabU state; by opening his eyes, 
and turning them upon his own pollnticns. And 
mw, he remembered all his sins and iniquities, and 
they became as an heavy burden upon fair baclc, 
too heavy for him to bear. {Ptaim xxxviii.) He 
could now no longer lake delight in any of his 
former pleasures; now, for the first time, he per^ 
ceived the clouds charged with vengeance, that 
bung over the town; and felt the quaking of tho 
earth beneath. Then I saw, that he cried out, 
" What shall I do to save myself? Whither shall 
I fly? ibr these my sins, which weigh me down 
as a heavy burden, will sink me into hell." 
- Now I saw in roy dream, that while he lay in the 
street, weighed down with the burden of bis sins, 
and lamenting his sad condition, an aged man can^ 
up to Lim. In his hands he held the vidus, his 
head was bald, and his loins were girt with many 
folds of cloth: the porlv, or sacred cord, which 
passed over his shoulder, marked him to be a 
Bramhun; and the marks on his face were indica^ 
tive of the peculiar deity to whom he paid hn 
devotions. 

And behold, the Brombun questioned him that 
was lying on the ground, concerning the state in 
which he found faim, and wherefore be lay thus in 
the dnst, crying and bemoaning himself. 

Then answered Goonah Purist, " I am a man 
possessing great riches, and once was esteemed one 
of the honourable ones of the city: but now I am 
unable to enjoy those things which were formerly 
my delight; for I am weighed down, and hnAi^t 
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to tbe dost, by this burden of ray sins, whtcb ui 
greater Iban I can bear, and which will aasuredly 
(unless I find some means of deliverance, whicti 
as yet I see not) sink me into hell.

thereby. I am altogether filthy and abominable, 
and must, I feel, be hateful in the sight of the 
Creator of all things." 

"I would know," answeFed the Bramhun, "how 
you. first came' by these thoughts, for, from youi 
own account^ you had them ;iat always?" 

" The time was," answered Goonah Purist, 
" when f lived like other men, enjoying the plea- 
sures of sense, and taking no thought for the mor- 
row; gliding down the stream of time into tba 
ocean of eternity, without looking before me, or 
even congidertng ray present state; till, all at once, 
I was visited by many sore distresses in my owtt 
family, together with a sudden and dreadful cala- 
mity, which, befalling one of my familiar friends, 
seemed to pierce me to the heart. By these afflic- 
tions, I was brought seriously to consider the state 
of mankitid upnn earth, and was made sensible of 
our depraved and miserable situation. 1 then began 
to consider the nature of God, and to reason upon 
his attributes. 

" I became convinced, by the force of reason, 
that he who had power and wisdom sufficient 
to make tbe heavens and the earth, must, in all 
respects, be a perfect being: perfectly holy, just, 
wise, and good; omnipoiaU, rnmitcint, and omni- 
pretent. By contemplating these perfections of 
tbe Deity, I became more and more sensible of 
my own depravity; and have been hence led to 
cry, in bitter agony and anguish of mind, < How 
shall I, who am utterly unclean and abominable, 
a rebel from my birth, a lover of self rather than 
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berore my Creatorf And yet, appear I vaut, 
ithen death ihali raramon me awajr from tiui 
ii<Ml^ atate; and xauU then, 1 feci, be etenialljr 
tniieTable, onless, before that time, I find lome 
wky of atoning for my aim, and cleanung myself 
from this my corruption." 

Then I saw that Goonah Purist broke out 
afresh into lamentations and bitter cries, from 
vkich the Bramhun interrupted him, by beg^ng 
htm to arise, saying, " Be comforted, my son ; your 
case is not diferent from that of other men. Your 
present d^raded and polluted state proceeds from 
that portion of matter to which your soul, which is 
a part ef the divine Spirit, is united. Your deli- 
TCrance from the influence of this matter may be 
obtained in several ways: either by separation 
from human tocietyj from the practice of bodily 
austerities; from entire abstraction of mind; or, 
frcnn the observaMce of devotional duties." 

'When Ooonah Purist heard these vrards of 
the Bramhun, which seemed to afford him som« 
pMispect of relief, he arose, and professed himself 
itilting to become his disciple. I saw then, tfast 
the Bramhun sat down under the shade of a 
tree, and Goonah Purist took his place opposte

In a certain temple, dark and-fonl 
w4ihin, there lay before the sbrine of some fright- 
Jul idol, the headless trunk of a man, who had 
baen sacrificed to the senseless image; whilo on 
another out-Etretched corse, before a diflennt idol, 
there sat: a devotee performing his impure devotions. 
Among the rest, I saw a man who had stood fixed 
is one posture for maUy revolving months, some- 
time* exposed to the burning rays and scorching 
winds of mid-day suns and sultry deserts; and, at 
other times, to the violent rains and unwholesome 
dunps of the wintry season. His beard and nails 
were grown to an enormous length, his limbs were 
parched and shrivelled, and his cadaverous coant&' 
nimce was more than half hid by his'matted locks, 
in which the turds of the air bad built their nests. 
And not far off there appeared another exposing 
himself to the heat of seven slow fires. 

There were others who allowed themselves the 
liberty of moving from place to plaeej but each 
had some distorted limb, or some monstrous deform- 
ity.

J^OW I saw, in my drearo, that, when the cotv^ 
queiing followers of the prophet Mahomet bad 
compelled the pilgrims to take shelter within the 
w«ll8 of their p^oda, and there were none left 
without but Goonah Purist, who, as I said before, 
was unable to am, by reason of the iron spikes

receive our holy faith, and do ibat which is light, 
God will biing you into gardens watered by rivem, 
wherein you shall remain for ever; where yov 
will have tpotless wivei, and will be led in per- 
petnol shades. {Korauit, chap, iv.) 

I saw then, in my dream, that Goooah Puriat was 
pleased when he heard these words, aud said, 
" Now have I found that which I sought, even s 
deliverance from my tianagiesaious." So he pluck- 
ed off his iron suidals, and, casting them from him, 
hastened to follow the banner of Mahomet,

GwmaA Purut. May I be so bold, my Lordi as 
to enquire, c^ what avail this confession will be- with 
r^ard to the for^veness of sins; and whetbor I may 
thereby hope to fare better in the world (o Coaul 
For I am as a man condemned to death, and andcr 
the horrors of eternal condemnation. 1 am even 
now as one sinking into a bottomless pit: and in 
these circumstances I seek a hope to rest upon, 
which will not forsake me when the elements are 
dissolved, and when the stars thall fall from tbeit 
sj^cres. 

I saw then, in my dream, that the Sheik Olislain, 
and his disciples "who were seated round him, 
smiled at the ignorance of Goonah Purist; never- 
theless, the Sheik answered his question, " You 
desire to know," said lie, *' how a true faiih roajt 
profit you after death.

healing on hit mngi. (Malacht ^v. 2.) Hasten, 
my brother; follow that light: look not behind 
Ihee, neither ttay thoa in the plain, lett thou be 
contvmed in' the iniquity thereof, (Geii. xix: 170 
And behold, thou shalt find before thee a deor of 
escape, even that gate of the Lord, into which the 
righUout man ntnntth, and u tafe. (Prov. xviii. 10.) 

So Goonah Purist lost no time, but set his face 
eastward, and began to run: yet before he departed, 
I saw that the Christian teacher gave him the book 
which he held in bis band. Now that boolc had 
been carefully translated into the native tongue of 
Goonah Purist; and the Christian teacher bade 
hint to Iteep it as the apple of his eye, that it might 
at once direct and comfort him through the ja&r- 
pey, which he was about to '□ndertake.

I lool^ wistfully after Goonah Purist.'wha 
we&t joyfully forward towards the shining light 
vbidi had burst ugon his view, And, for a nhile, 
im met not with any difficulty, but proceededi 
•oladiig himself, as he went,, with the prospect of 
being speedily delivered from his burden, and freed 
from the plagne of his leprosy. And I heard hira, 
from time to time, breaking forth in the praises of 
him whom he looked to as his deliverer. 

In thb manner he went on, till he came to a place 
where, owing to the inequality of the ground, he 
lost sight of the shining light. Moreover, the place 
was an exceedingly dismal one, full of pits and 
black pools of water.

city a number of his neighbours and old companions. 
And who should be at the head of the company but 
that very Brabmun, who bad formerly been his 
teacher; and with him came certain Mu»Tilmaai», 
aent by the Sheik Olislam : for, by this time, it was 
noieed in the town, thai Goonah Purist had left the 
sods of his fathers, renounced his kindred, broken 
Eis catt, and was gone after the god of the/m»- 
gkta: 10 they cunefoith, big and little, to com- 
pel bis return.

't^D iCrefty'dOGeuren, they. bound him withinnr^ 
.iNw caid*t which no sum coulii breiiki These aqe 
lite chains mth iriiioh the prtnce oC the city keds 
his' tla«v loon cdnnanaly trained th« iiageaiaMd 
,ci»lWM of iheiworld. And with ihete'COidt'tbe 
kinifoik of Goonah Purist intended- 1« hue img- 
gei him bftck to the city. But the Spirit of 
Ood helping Uie pilgrim, be brake the buaisjuf 
SatBB from his ums like a thread; and, daldng 
oS those that would have held him, he spratig 
fwHATd, plunging headlong into the green svtmf, 
or bog, and so escaped it<aa them. Then I looked 
Mhtt him, fearing that be would be swallowed up 
i{t-lhe bog; but he cried unto the Lord of i>il|rioi^ 
who censed a gentle wind to blow, which, clearing 
i«iwy the thick fog, which exhaled from Ihe mmda 
DTwund, Goonah Purist was enaUed to. diitingoM. 
xeetaki stepping- stoned, laid at moderate inloiatf 
thfoughout the marsh for the eonvenienoe of pi^ 
giani. ' These steppin;;-! tones are called, tfae pcq- 
nisegafOod, aud very firm they are; foraoMareil^ 
ever found them to foil, they having been^'cut (a^ 
theJlockof salvation. {Datt, xxxii. 15.) ". 

. I Novel did I behold so confused a scene .«■ 
DOW took place among the idolatrons rabble, tvhaa 
]bcy knitiA that Goonah Ptirist bad eicspedJtbemi 
Ihey MKipbkd a p&ck of hui^ry jackstsi when 
fMHiring from the ravines, they £rst mtiff' the 
effluvia of tome putrid corpse, Uirown up by ito 
Mream, on the hanks of Gnnga. Hire air lai^ wkh 
the shrill cries of the women and children, te which 
were added the deeper voices of the men; while 
ibe land enncs of the Biamhun filled op the hor* 
jtble concert. 

The pilgrim, however, paid no heed to their out- 
criesr having, for the presenti escaped their hands. 
So. the idelatuB went bock, Kunnuriog, to their 
o 3 
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place. And befaotd, the Bramtmn, wben he wai 
come to his ona house, gathered his brethren to- 
gether, to couiult what could be done to molest Goo- 
nah Paiist on bis joamey : hut I learnt not at that 
time, what might be the result of their deliberation. 

Now Ooonah Purist, being delivered from the 
persecutious of the idolaters, bcgas to muse upon 
his present condition; and, casting his eyes upon 
his body, which was covered with leprosy, be b^an 
thus to reason with himself: " May f, who aoi m 
exceeding vile, hope to be received by the SavioBrf. 
Am I not utterly unworthy of such a favour j 
TVuly I dm unworthy. Nevertheless, I will go to 
him, I will fall at his feet, I will plead his merits, 
I will Speak of bis death, I will shew him his 
letter of invitation." So the pilgrim travelled oif 
(Wards towards the shiuing light, and behold^ it 
appeared brighter and brighter. And, as he aiit- 
vaneedi be could distinguish a gateway, and S' 
gate; and the light proceeded from within the gate, 
which was built tipun a rock. 

Then was he encouraged to proceed; and, as hs 
drew nearer, he could read over the gate, in lettem 
of gold, the following words — " Jetut taith, I am 
the Way, and tht Truth, and the life: no mas 
Cometh unto the Father but by me" (John xiv. 6.) 

So the poor burdened sinner went up to the gate, 
where he waited a little while, to see if any man 
would open it; but no one did so. Af'ter waidiig 
therefore a while, he bethought himself of consulting 
the hook which the Christian messenger had given 
him; and, on opening it, he lighted upon this pa». 
sage, A)k, and it ihall be given you; *ttk, and ye 
ahaUJind; knock, and it shall be opened trnto ymii 
(Matt. vii. 7') Encouraged with these words, ihe 
pilgrim began to knock at the gate, at the same 
time proslraiing himself before it, and orjtifig tmt, 
" Lord, hare ntercy upon me a misenble siaural" 
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-^l%ari k»lLiio{^d End called repMledJyi bat the 
d<Ur'iio4'li«ing'iiiiinodiately open^, the enemy of 
pUgrftU, to wit, the Evil One, be^a to take ad- 
TOnta|« of his trouble, and to put evil thoaghli 
into his niad, to this purpose: that one lo vile u 
he had been, who had polluted himKlf with idols, 
and followed greedily aHer all the abomination* 
of the Citf ^ the Wtaik of God, could never 
hope for fb^iveness. But Ooonah Purist had 
again reooune to bis book; and, opening it, read 
tteiewoTda, Tiiei/ Hat are whole hose no need of the 
fkfiioian, but they that are tick: I came not to coil 
tit rigiiteoiit, hnt tmtiert to repattaiKe, (Mark ii. 
17.) Then being comforted md eocouraged anew, 
he begaa again to cry and to knock aloud. And 
behold, the Lord awakened the noith wind, and 
csujed the louth wind to blow, and the golden 
gate wa&wioTed upon iti hinges. (Sot. Song iv, $,) 
So tho.poot pilgrim joyfully entered, and tfao gsCei 
doied instantly upon him. Then Goonah Puiist. 
fell forthwith 00 the pavemeat within, overconw 
wlh loM and gratitude to hii Redeemer, who had 
■sred him from destruction; and verily I think 
that he would quite have fainted away, had not 
oortain servants of the Lord of the gate, (who is 
Tcry tender-hearted and full of compassion,) imme- 
diately hastened lo his relief. So being refreshed 
by the soft and fragrant breeies, which blow ovet 
fiiiua Iramanuel's Land, bringing with them the 
soest of many flowers, more fragrant than the fa< 
bled fo-ajatu, together with the soothing attenti(H)s 
of his friends, he began to reviTe. And when be 
had recovered the use of his speech, he broke forth 
iolo Each words of thanksgiving and praise, as I had 
never witnessed from his lips before. After which 
I'peH»i(Ved that the Bervants at the Lord of pil- 
gjMB tegan to welcDmv. him on hia safe- arrival, 
and loiqueationihinii«ho;faBd directed hinil&ither. 
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' Tlumia'iismEed -Goonah Puml^ H,A8 a-fopt.Mo- 
MT^la giaaer, I remained loag in my Motiva ca^vh 
try, weired dowa by my tins, and under .eandeiw- 
natian of death." ' ; '

. I Gooaai Pttriti. There are many persons i» osr 
city, who know themselves to be sinners, and undst 
dondcmnation; bat their hearts being' rituUlcd, 
they'faiuw not wheie to look forsaWatiaii*: ' •■" 
; 'Savaxit vf tie Lard. What yon' aaf «iv.thil 
head, verifies the words of Scripture, t» mitvitlnt 
lAe natural man rtctneth ttat tie tiuKgt efitht 
Sfirit of Qod : for they are faolUineta unia tioLi 
Htkherican he hiote them, became they are ifiritfialfy 
iinertied. (1 Cor. ii. 14.) And ibii leadB.ngofd 
to the qoesttDii, llovr did you first discern ydutiBB* 
ful state, and what led you to seek salvMioB in thfi 
wayl ■■•! 

I heard then, that Goonah Purist Telat»l to tiJt 
■ervants of the Lord, all that had befallen hiw team 
the time he became sensible of bis sins, to tha pits 
teat time; and, having 6ni3hed his relation, ha 
added these words: "And now, Sira, I begin to 
reap the benefit of my hazards; for whereas my 
heart was formerly dark and hopeless, it it now 
filled with light and love; and although I have 
never, with the eyes of my body, beheld my Redeem- 
er, yet, to the eye of my mind, he hath manifested 
himself in such a manner, that I can see him evi- 
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Gently cet forth at bleeding and d^ihg for me. I 
Img to be with him more immediately, and to lee 
him face to face: for I know that he will not in- 
ject me, thoDgh, as you see, I am altogether Til« 
and abominable, insomucb, that few persons can be 
found more despicable and loathsome than myself." 

Then answered the servants of the Lord, " That 
iriiich jrou describe, is faith; it is by &ith that 
the sinner is brought to trust in and lo love his 
SSTioar. Faili it the tubttance i^tlMgs hoptdfor, 
the mdtnct of tkiitgi not teen; thai, by v^ek the 
mmti ^ oU obtahied a good report; that, mtkout 
vluck, it it impottibU to pUate God: for he that 
cometh to God, mutt betieoe that he it, md that he it 
thareaarder of them that diiigeiUty teei htm," (He- 
brews xi.) 

They tiow Bsked Goonah Purist if he were nil- 
ling to be baptised. To which he answered, that be 
lincw not what Baptism meant, and #ould gladly 
be informed. 

The King's serraols answered, "Before our 
Lord Jesus Christ ascended into heaven, after the 
completion of the great sacrifice of his body end 
blood, made for us upon the cross, be directed Us s«- 
Vati, from thenceforward even till he should return 
again, to perfonn certain acis, as signs or tokens of 
certain benefits which they are to receive from Him. 
Theae acts, to be performed as signs or tokens of in- 
ward benefits, are called sacraments : of which there 
ere two ordained in the church, and not seveo, 
as the followers of the Pope affirm. The first of 
these, that is the Stat in order to be observed, is 
called Baptism ; and the second, the Lord's Supper." 

"But," said Goonah Purist, "if one sect of 
ChtistiADS affirm that there are seven sacraments, 
and .aaothei tlutl there are only two, how shall a 
mw, JgBoiBnt as I am, be assisted to judge who is

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" We woald have you to umieistaiid," >aid the 
■CTVaBta of the Lord, " that, wfaei;eu th« htunoun 
ud fattciet of men ace various, so there, are vai^uji 
sect) among Chciitians. Some there are who difi^ 
from 111 merely in outward forms and ceieinoDiei, 
model of government, and other uoimportaot pointaj 
with these, 4s long as they hold Christ for the head, 
and die Bible as thur rule of conduct, wa maiatsiB 
communion as with bcelhren; but, with sach as 
either add to or take from the wotdi of Sctiptuns, 
by their traditicHu and evil interprelstiotiSt we cap 
have no communion, holding their doctrines w 
abhorrence, according to that which is written— 
To the iaa and to tie tatimony : if liuy tpeak mt 
aceording to tMi word, it u becaute Here u ta ligif 
M them." (laaiah viii. 20.) Now these follower* of 
the Pope, of whom we speak, add many traditiqilf 
and human inventions to the sacred Sciiptiirm: 
whereas, «e reject every doctrine and every obieF- 
vance, for which we find act sufficient aulhoii^ in 
our holy book: and on this account, we- sdffit 
only of two sscraraents, the otbar five wrt bong 
mentioned therdn." 

G{Kinah Furilt professed himself satished with thif 
reply of the King's servants, and requested thcm M 
explain to him something of the nature of Baptisoh 

They atuwered, " Baptism is the outward aigob 
appointed by the Lord himself, of that inward 
change of heart, which passes on a man whea he 
becomes a child of God; the outward form ni 
Baptism, is washing by water, wherein a, person is 
baptized, in the name of the Father, aiul of- us 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost" 

GormoA Purist. I am willic^ to perform All 
dijngs accordiog to the appointment of; :Qq^' 
although I do not yet fully comprehend wlmb Uii> 
change of heart, of which you a^k, neAnelhi-ani 
I greatly fttf tlMti>>ii«hiiot.y^pWMd vpontw.

But, inasmuch, as we would wish you to have 
ftr^er time for consideration, before we adini*

So he hastened forward, 
hoping to find company there to his liking; for he 
anxiously longed to have a companion in his joXif 
ney.- And when he was come up over against the 
terai, bdiold, just within the door ther^ be saw a 
pilgrim, an aged man of an agreeable aspect, with 
a beard white as the cotton when it fiist bunts from 
the pod. This old man, having gathered a few 
dry stioks and leaves, had made a lire; owr which 
he was now cooking hit rice in water drawn from 
the well in his lota. Not far off lay his turban and 
his coat; his holy book being respectfully wrapped 
in the folds of his eammerbtmd. And behold, as he 
MT 'watching hit fire, and feeding it from time to 
lime with a little fuel, he btake forth into songs of 
firaise. 

' 'So Ooonah Purist drew near, and saluted him; 
sad the old man, seeing that he was a brother pil< 
grim, besought him to come in Tinlil the heat of the 
day was patt. Goonah Purist therefore went in, 
and seated himself over against the old Christian. 
-And 1 saw, in my dteam, that the old man put 
many questions to Goonab Purist relative to bis 
coming en pilgrimage, and leaving the gods of his 
fathers; lor he soon perceived by hia conversation 
from What part of the City oftAe Wrath of God he 
had -come forth. And wben Goonah Purist had 
tttswered his questions, he, in bis turn, gratified his 
tMoAer pil^Im with this relation of his history. 
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THX HISTORT OF THE OED FIIiOlllU. 

Theie is a village i> the Vailty of Dainutirm 
cftllod Betea, nheM> fof many ywra, tb«c iiMbeoa 
« cbun^ bearing the nane of Christ, tbou^ not 
boldiiigtlie pure doctrines of GhriatiBni^: tfaenemr 
bera of this church having added inuck of tbeirvwn 
t9 the revealed troxd of God, with manyordtnaoR* 
of man's appoiDtmsnt and of will-tiovsbip, vf&onbf 
they ga about to establish their qwb tighteousmus 
instead of wholly submittiDg themsaUes to ithat 
ligbteousneu of Christ, by which Uone linfulnioa 
can be saved. Moreover, the miniatera. of' this 
chnrch hold it goed to withdraw the Sscnd Scsi^ 
tutes from its membere, thus keeping their flocks n 
darkness and ignorance from gsnention togeM- 
ratioq. 

In this street was I bom. The name I am koatm 
by among my Heathea neigfabonis is GhinossBi; lint 
the nunc I received ia baptism is.Bartlitilaiaatf. 
The first of ray family nho embraced Christianity 
was my grandfather. He was of the goldimiihi^ 
ctKt, a taan possessing considerable wealth. Tke 
circnmslances of his conversion I do not renefflbir 
to have heard; but he was induced to become a 
Cbristiaa by the example and persuasion of a Cbriii 
tian messenger, who visited our street. My father 
-was a merchant in the same street where my grand* 
father resided] and at his death the wealth that de* 
scended to me amounted to no less than four thoti* 
sand pieces of silver. ' 

All this time, though a Christian by name, I 
\iyed. without the knowledge of the saving benefita 
of that religion, and could have been contented to 
remain for life an inhabitant of the Cily <^ tie 
' Wrath of God, had my temporal concerns pros- 
pered. Being ambitious of an increase of wealth, 
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I engaged in speculations to a Urge amount; pro- 
curing from the fetingkeet some of the most rara 
and expensive articles p{ ibeir mannfactute, and 
atrricd thim to a remote street o( the city, where a 
cettKia rajah holds his court. There f disposed of 
toy goods to advantage, among the great men of the 
oouit, and all went on with me as I coutd with ; tilt, 
at length, one of the nobles of the court gave me a 
eommimion to procure him certain costly wares 
from theferingiea, which, on delivering according 
to order, be promised me payment at the end of six 
iBontfas. At the appointed lime, I relnrned, hoping 
to receive my due; when 1 found that my noble 
debtor had fallen into disgrace with the rajah, who 
had confiKated all bis goods, and cast him into 
prison. This was-a death-blow to all my hopes of 
worldly advancement, as I had expended nearly tbe 
whtde of my property in purchasing those expensive 
articles. 
-For R tiroe, I lingered about the street, hoping 
(hat my debtor might be restored to the favour of 
}aa lord, and his property be given bacic to bim, by 
4rfaich be would be enabled to pay me: but a fur<- 
t£fr acquaintance with the cruel grasping disposition 
of the rajah, left me without hope. Nevertheless' I 
stifl lingered in the place; and i know not how long 
I nngbt bave continued so to do, had t not witnessed 
a horrible punishment inflicted on a servant of the 
lajah, which induced me to Hee from under the in- 
fluence of 10 e;iccrable a. tyrant. One of his ser- 
vants having offended in a trifling matter, and know- 
ing (he savage disposition of bis lord, tied with ter- 
ror from the palace. He wa^ overialien, however, 
by some of (he rajah's people, who had been sent in 
pursuit of him, end, being brought back, he waa 
flayed alive by the rajah's order. After witnessing 
ibis execution, overwhelmed with horror, I fled froai 
lh«piaoei nor did I.tbink'inyidf>seouie>till Ihad 
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escaped from the taritonn of thie farocloui moiH 
ater. 

On my return to my native village, tfa« loM I 
had sustained was loon linowa amgng my oaigh- 
fcoun, who were not sparing of iheir^remarks ou 
what they termed, the imprudence of my specula* 
tions ; and 1 soon began to peTceive, that, no 
longer considering me as n man of wealth, they 
did not think me worthy of that respect, with whi^ 
ihey had formerly been accustomed to treat me. 
My home being no longer agteefible, a^ my for- 
mer friends no longer kind, 1 determined to make 
one more effort to retrieve my fortune. For this 
purpose, I laid out the whole of my little property, 
in purchasing such commodities, as. 1 thought would 
bring me in a large profit, and embarked my stock 
on the same river, from whose waters you were 
taught by tha Bramhun to seek puriBc^lion from 
yoar sins. My intention was to track towards the 
west. It was the rainy season, when the. river over- 
flows its banks, and tbe impetuosity of the stream 
renders it impossible to proceed without an easterly 

■ For some days, we had favourable breezes, and, 
proceeding with cauiion, lael with no material ob- 
struction. At length, on a certain day, coming to 
a place where the stream runs with unusual vio- 
lence we were overtaken by a sudden squall, which, 
giving us no time to lower the sail, upset the boat. 
The suddenness and violence of the blast prevented 
the boat from filling, aed she floated with her keel 
iipwaids. With much difficulty, I retained my hold 
of a rope, by the help of wbich I succeeded in get- 
ting upon the keel. In this situation, for the first 
time in my life, I began to think on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as my only helper and support. Ttie boat- 
men had disappeared in tbe vast flood, and 1 bad 
little hope of gy&c reaching the far-distant thore. 
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In tbu:Biliiat»>iiy I pnijr«di mi vowed, if I tlio^ld 
be spared, to devote myself to the service of lay 
RedecmcT. 

Through divine mucy, t^ bo^t ww, after som^ 
timerCMl upon the Bhorej and now, having lost all 
^y wvilldly waalib, with a heart fully aensible of Uie 
dangw I had escaped, and deeply ionpra^ed with 
^e awful prospect of eternity, I directed my stepi 
back to my qative street. Here however I was re* 
caved «ven more coolly than before: though I had 
yet interest enough among my former friends to 
borrow a small sum of money, with which I again 
began to traffic. But I was itill unsuccecsful in 
fay merchandise; and, after some time, through v»- 
riaus mischances iu my business, I found myself 
considerably in debt, without the power of satis- 
fying ray creditors. 

-BntiBg tti) time, I suffered no little anxiety of 
mind, being siill in darkness coi)cerning the real 
nature of the Gospel. While my affairs, both spii- 
ritual arid temporal, were in this disordered stale, it 
pleased the Ruler of all thin^ lo bring me to the 
resolution of making one further effort towards the 
retrievement of my worldly concerns. For this 
purpose, collecting all the iiluck I possibly could, I 
(Mice more set forward lowards the west, and Provi- 
dence once more thought fit to disappoint ray ex- 
pectalioDS. My good& being of a perishable nature, 
ttscame so damaged during the voyage, as to be, for 
the most pait, unsaleable-, before I reached the end 
of my destined journey ; where I (iQ^ found myself 
in a part of the city, at a considerable distance frorn 
ray itative place, with barely the mtians of purchas- 
ing food and raiment for a few necks. In this situ- 
ation I could not ibiok of returning home; having 
- uot only incurred debts which I was unable to pay, 
but knowing full well that (he patience of my ere- 
dicoKE WiU n^^tly exh^uM^d- Under great dcpres- 
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tioD of B|HriU, tlierefbre, I began to prt;f earnestly 
for heavenly directiont, and continued i» tbu state 
till I began to apprehend there vai no pn»pe«t be- 
fore me but that of perishing for want. 

While however I was in (he depth of tbn ray dl^t 
tress, God was preparing unknown merciet for idbj 
There was in the very place where i then sojonrDcdj 
a miniater of the religion ot iheferingAeet, mhott heart 
God had disposed to love (hose who love the LorA 
Jesus Christ, of whatsoever natioa they mi^t b^. 
This servant of the hard hearing uf toy distr«M, 
sought me out ; and af^er having relieved my pnseac 
wants, en<]uired if I wished to become acquamted 
with the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. Thi4 
was, indeed, a joyful event to met ^°f althMgh i 
had been taught to think lightly of the religioiM 

{leofcesion of that people to which the minister b»> 
BDged, yet I was anxious to obtain tniormallob, 
irom any quarter whatever, oii the important sviw 
ject of revelaiion. Accordingly, on expressing 
my desiie of information, the above mioister' 'pro* 
dAced a book called the Etigei. Tltis book, afEcv 
having read it with him daily, for som« ttoH, vnik 
|roat atteDtioQ, became a refreshing cordial to my 
■pititt: for although 1 had formerly beard, in gene- 
ral leiroB, of the mighty works and gracious wOrdri 
of our Lord and only Saviour; it was not till then 
that I was permitted to see and read the several in- 
vitatitHis addressed in that volume lo the weary and 
heavy laden. In the daily study of tbis book, the 
comforts of God refreshed my soul, till the hope of 
an inheritance undetiled and that fadeth not away, 
swallowed up all grief for my temporal disappoint 
men Is. 

After having gained some distinct information 
concerning tbe way of life, at the suggestion of my 
Christian guide I began very earnestly to initmct 
■ay fellow CluiBtiails,it»dtpaKlmrtliinie among' my 
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oauo^aimy vbo bora the Bamo of Christ, to lay 
bold on ibe ha|)e «et before then. 

I.DOW deternuned to think no more of the pitsent 
world, or of its perishable riches aod honours, but, 
foigeXliiij&ll tbiDgs past, lo preu toward the mark for 
tho pneBo£lbe bigb calling of God in Christ Jeans. 
4iad tliougb my heart still clung to temporal ihingsi 
]ret the Lord gave me giage to renieinbei these 
Vor^B, Retitm ye nol tmto tiau. (Jeremiah xv. 19.) 
Sof although with much grief and sorrow of heart, I 
iwiJved to pursue the only way of escape, which 
pnia>W >tself, froqi the City of tiu Wrath of Gad, 
•od the Valley of DatructMit, which way the Lord 
bad lately .^lade plain before roe. Apd thus, through 
i great variety of temptation^ and various severe 
fittofliots, bariBg obtained help of God, I continue 
toi-t^fs day; and I trust that, through the grace 
ofahie Lord Jesus Christ, I shall oemttnue itedfast 
yata the«nd. 

-ul^oia, by this time, the old Christian pereeivei) 
4)fJt hi* rice was ready. So takiog a little salt, 
which was wrapped up in certain leaves, and knot- 
ted in the corner of his aunvter^md, he sprinkled

TheM 
said the interpreter, "When ne aee washed fmn 
the poUotion of our sins by the blood «f onr 
RedeenKF, and clothed in the robe of kis righteMi»- 
cess, we shall be spotless as the lily and fragrant ai 
the rose. And If any one by cuoiung art can add 
perfttine or beauty to these flowers ; so may the setU 
lighteoua and self-sufficient num, by bis own good 
works, add merit to that righteousneaa of tiie Re- 
deemer, which, through faith, is imputed to the 
Ettnts. 

By this time, they were come near to a 
noble vine, whose branches ' were covered with 
piirple clusters: so they gathered and ale, ani 
the grapes thereof were exceedingly tweet.

From thence the interpreter brought them to a 
hill, upon which there grew a number of beautiful 
palm trees. " Behold," said he, " these palm trees! 
how straight are their stems, and how they lift 
their Nourishing heads towards heaven 1 These 
trees," added he, " present a lively f»nblem of the 
faithful Christian, who bends not towards the earth, 
but is ever aspiring to that which it above; Jor the 
ervwM of the atomliag ml it upon hm."

Upon thii, I g&te coyRlf «ver 
foctfatltv ^ BDtf'when I had given fip-ait ctw&ilncQ 
in what I myself could do, and lay in the dust, 
crying out in the bitterness of my soul; my Re- 
deemer called me, throag!rthe medinin of his holy 
D^qten aad holy word, bidding me cam» toliim, 
tJiarfce Bright heal me. And whereas, my hearT 
was before in darkness, he made his glorious light 
to shine within me, so -tJmt I, who had fonnerly 
loved sin, now began to hate jtj and from that

The interpreter being greatly pleased with lirfs' 
aBSWer Of ©ooliah PurJst, would no longfcr delayto 
Mptt^ hfrti. Accordingly, after solemn prayer, he' 
baptized him into the Church of Christ, in thenathe 
df-thfe PatfaM, and the Son, and the HMy Ghost; 
after which, he embraced him as a dear brother, 
»*J**g.'",Thou shaft no more be called Gooiiah 
Filrist,tiut l4siS(4reenee." ' 

' Tiien I-saw, that all *ho were present saluted 
tin jrffgrim, calling hhn Brother, and welcoming' 
hlfti to fie g^eral assembly and c/mrcA (fthtfirtl- 
&>Hi, -wUch are vritlm in ieaven. (Heb. *ii.-23.y 
AttS behold, fte poor inan's heart wfls'so sensibly^ 
tjtfefted, that'bC brake into teatsj' crVirig iout'to' 
t&t!'5nt(iyfrcler,^Uha ■^ flfeat tHai frtfl' fliUftiiff,' 
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" Pray for me, I beseech ;ou> contioDally, that my 
Redeemer may be with me, even unto the eud." 

I siiw then, in my dreua, that the pilgrim Kaza- 
leenee (for 1 shall call him Gooaah Purist no longer) 
waa anxious to go forward on hb jouToey, till he 
should 6Dd relief from faia burden, and purification 
from his leprosy: for the inteijtretei bad told him, 
that it lay not within the compass of bis power to 
relieve him from these things — WAo cut) forgive 
imi, but God aUmef (Luke v. gl.) So nheo the 
interpreter had given him refreshment and certain 
directions for his journey, be blessed him, and set 
him on his way, saying, " God speed thee." But 
before his departure, he presented the pilgrim with 
a lota of pure gold, for the purpose of drawing 
water from the wells which he would find by the 
way-side, even the wells of salvation. 

So I looked, and saw the pilgrim going along 
the King's highway; turning neither to the righl 
nor to the left, but groaning, and going heavily, 
because of his burden. And as he went, he 
pleaded with his Redeemer, as did Job, the servant 
of God, in the days of old. And these were the 
words of his complaint— Oi iiat I k»ea nhert I 
tnight_find my Redeemer/ that I might come evat to 
hit seat! Behold, I go forward, but he u not there; 
and backward, but I cannot perceive him : on the left 
hand, where he doth -work, but I cannot behold him: 
he hidtth himself on the right 'hand, that I cannot tte 
him: but he knoweth the way that I take: mhen Ae 
hath tried me, J shall come forth as gold. My fool 
hath held his steps, his way have I kept, and not de- 
clined. (Job. xxiii. 3, 8—1 1.) 

Now, while the poor pilgrim pleaded with the 
Lord, entreating earnestly that he would deign to 
reveal himself to him, be came in view of a high 
hill; and the name of that hill was Calvary. At 
the top thereof was a cross, even the cross on 
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wfiipb oUr,lknil sQfikted, knd at tfae foot of it a 
aepnlchre cut in the rodt. Now tiie cross itself 
ivaS in Ihe tika/ie, heavy dark cloUds' rolling about 
itj bat the heavens aboVe were all in a blaze erf 
gloty, 'even bo briglit as to dazsle the pilgrim's 
eyes. Looking therefore stedfastly upon the cross, 
'he Wn towards it with joy, crying out in his 
Coarse, " Nov, now have I found niy adorable 
Bedeemer: prused be the Lord, who hath revealed 
himself to me, K miserable sinnerT On drawing 
nearer however he began to tremble, his leprosy 
appearing more and more abominable in his eyes, 
as he approached the cross. Nevertheless he dart- 
ed forward} and, casting himself upon the ground 
hefore ibe cross, he clasped his arms around it, 
and said, " Jesus, m^ter, have mercy upon me, 
for I am a man of unclean lips." 

Now I saw, in my dream, that, while he lay 
niouming at the foot of the cross, the cords where- 
with his burden was bound upon him burst in 
Guilder; upon which that grievous burden falling 
froVn him, rolled rapidly down the hill, till it was 
Jlwailowed up in the sepulchre which appeared at 
^ts hsSe. Moreover, the leprosy in his ilcsh, even 
the foul leprosy of sin, began at the same time to 
be cleansed, and his skin to appear fresh, like that 
of a little child. Then sprang up Nazareenee 
flvm the ground on which he lay at the foot of 
'the cross, and being Ulled with joy and peace in 
believing, he glorified God. So I continued tp 
look at the pilgrim; who remained for a while at 
the foot of the cross, praising God, and saying, 
"Qod forbid that I should glory, $ave in the crou 
ej our Lord Jetut Ckriit. (Gal. *i. 14.) Yea, I 
Count all things but lost for tie excellency of the 
i^ov>ledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for -whim I iave 
ivffrred the loss if alt things, and do coii^t them but 
dung, rW 7 nUti/ mn Christ." (Phil. m. 8, 9-) 
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And behold, wbile he stood before the crotat 
there came one of a very glorious appearance^ 
whose/orm wtu like lie Son of God. (Daniel iii. 85.) 
And he stripped from off Nazareenee the filthy 
rags in which he was clad, giving him cbangv of 
goodly apparel, and arraying him in garuMDU 
white ea snow. 

Then wai the pilgrim filled with gratitude and 
joy; and feding it good to be there, he would tain 
have set up his rest at the foot of the emu. But 
the prize of his high calling was yet before him, 
and be was required to press towards it without 
weariness or fainting. Yea he must needs pass 
through much tribufiiiion in his way to the king- 
dom, still resolutely following that great Captain of 
his salvation, iti^o, in bringing many tout to glory, 
VHU made perfect through sufficringt. (Heb. ii. 10.) 
The pilgrim therefore went on bis way, magnifying 
God as he went; and being no longer burdened 
with his sij)8, he was enabled to advance towards 
Zion with freedom and alacrity. 

Now, as it grew towards evening, he began to 
l0ok ahout for a place of rest: and seeing at a 
conaiderable distance before him a tope of trees 
planted by the way-side for the convenience of pil* 
grims, and a stone well thereby, he hastened to- 
wards it; and reaching it just at sun-set, who 
should he Eee under ihe shade of ihe trees but the 
old Christian upon bis knees, performing his even- 
ing devotions. The old man did not see Nasa^ 
reenee till he was close by his side; but as soon as 
he perceived him, breaking off his devotions and 
coming towards him, I saw that they embraced 
each other as brethren. Tben said Nasareenee, 
" Pardon, my brother, ihe sinful anger in which I 
lately forsook you; my heart was then lifted op 
«rilh pride, because I knew not the Lord." 

" Dicthcr," answered Ifae ancient fnlgrim, " no 
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more of Ais; but let all former things be forgotten, 
while ne teach forth to those which are before us. 
And since ve are so happily met again, let na beat 
each other company through the whole of our pil- 
grimage as brethren in Christ. For a* vie have 
many members ia one body, and alt members have not 
the same office; so we, being many, are one body in 
Chriit, and every one manben one of another." 
(Rom. xii. 4, 5.) 

So Nazareenee and the old Christian, who, at his 
baptism, had received ihe name of Bartholomew, 
ipread their garments upon tbe ground beneath 
the trees; and having drawn water from the well, 
they sat down, and partook together of such food 
as they had. And as they took theit repast, ihey 
talked to each other of such things as had hap* 
peiKd to them since their separation at the serat. 
And now, after concluding the day with prayer, 
they laid themselves down and slept, till the day 
brake and the ihadmes^fled atoay. (Sot, Song ii, 17.) 

On the next morning, betimes, the pilgrima 
were on their way, holding a very fair and even 
course. And as tbey went, they discoursed ple»- 
HUtiy and profitably with each other, experiment- 
ally proving ham good and pleasant a thing it it for 
brethren to live together in unity. (Psatm cxxxiii. 1.) 
' Nazareenee was greatly pleased with his com- 
panion's discourse; for the old pilgrim was a man 
of more experience in divine matters ihan himself. 
Now the subject of their discourse as they walk- 
ed by the way, was concerning the benefits which. 
Bnners receive from the cross of Christ. 

"These benefits, brother," said the pilgrim Bar- 
tholomew, "are two-fold: first, from the death of 
Christ we receive a full and perfect remission of 
■in; and, secondly, we derive from his blood shed 
for us ihtct gift of the Holy Spirit which enables us 
ia atru^le agaimt the corruption of our nature. 
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Jkini althoogb, rnbHa v« rensia in- tba body,, we 
■ball not.ba fiiwUy set fiee from ibe infinaity of 
our fiesht yet, ^er having received tbe Hotf 
Spirit, ita ate no loager, si foitnerly, in bondosD 
U> mn." 

" Brotber," replied Nsureenee, " wbat is tbftt 
you aMOtt May I not hope to be wbdly qwt 
of tbis foul. leprosy in my body until deatb} I 
bad boped to be delivered from it dioitly; oeeiiig 
tbat it faaa perceptlUy died swsy Biaot yestnday, 
aad my ^iu.b becoming fair agun like that <^ 
a little, child." 

BaiiMomea. These, my frioid, WA tba dayiof 
tMne espoaial*: thy love ii young and freab, and 
tbou bait not yet been tried with tribulations and 
peiMCUtioiu, or with the absence oC tby Lord. 
Thai wbidi bas made the bearti o£ many to. wok 
cold, may make thine to do lo too. Thou knoweft 
■ot yat the deceitfulneu of thioe own heart: tbat 
vile lepnay, that taint of sin wbitA wb raceiwd 
ftam our parents,, and wbich, in our natural state, 
coiTupted the whole body, will be, even, in mm 
nnewed state,, liable to^ beak out occasionally, 
until ouc nnful bodies are dissolved in the gram. . 

Saxareatu. This being the case, ous bappiMn 
in this world must be very incempliats. 
. BariialonMM. Assuredly so, biother^ The.Chri^ 
tian's life on «arth is a kind of war&re betwttn kia 
aew nature and his old cennpdons. Sawatiito 
indeed he w)!! have bright and happy houii, «h 
joying deUghCi wJuch m> atrangci can medttte wit^ 
but again, the sense of bb own vileness and the 
pleadings of bis evi) pBisionsr will often corcr bim 
a» with ihe darkness and shadow of death. Nevw 
tbeless, when the wicked, who have lived in plea- 
sure on eartb, shall arise at the last day to rccciwo 
the punishment of their unbelief; the Cbra^BB, 
baing delivered from.oU hi» infimiiriM, ud aital^ 
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ing in the likeness of hli Redeemer, will be ent- 
lastingly satisfied therewith. For we have Ihu 
sssurance given us in the Scriptures of truth, that 
at the great day of the resurrection, Khen CAritl, 
•aio U our Ufe, siall appear, then shall vie alto appear 
•mth iim in glory. (Col. iii. 4.) He will change 
our vile bodKs, that they may be Uke mtto hit glO' 
rimt* body. (Phil. iii. S I.) Thit corruptible Kill put 
on iTicorruption, and ikit mortal will put on inmtor- 
taHty. (1 Cor. xv. 53.) 

Then said Nazareenee, " How ray heart bums 
within me, when I bear of these things I Would to 
God that my father, my mother, my wives, and 
my brethren, could feel as I do!" 

BartAolamea. Let us pray, my brather, for all 
those that walk in darkness, thAt God would make 
the glorious light of his Gospel to arise upon them. 

Now I saw in my dream, that, as the pilgiims 
were proceeding quietly on their way, they saw 
two men coming to meet thero. Then said Bar* 
tholomew, " Who can these be who have their 
backs thus tamed upon Mount Zionf 

So the men drew nearer; and being come within

ui enem^; Know, my brethren, that I will doI 
oppose yuu with carnal weapons; for tiough «m 
awfit m tkejitah, we do not mir after thejkth: for 
tie weapons of our xearfare are not carmd, but tmghtg 
ihrottgh Ood to the pulling domi of the strong hoUl 
if Satan." (2 Cor. x. 3, 4.) 

" And what meanest thou," returned the chief 
of these men, whom we will call Shahsuot>a-a Bot 
Parute* " by the strong holds of Satan? Thy 
words require an explanation." 

" If I have uttered any thing in my haste," »• 
plied Nazaieenee, " which has unwittingly aflended • 
iny friends, I crave their pardon; for I would fain 
persuade all men by gentleness and affection to 
become even as I am." 

To this Shahsuovara Bot Pureate gave a reply 
which was full of very gross and coarse abuse. 

Then answered Nazareenee, " 1 have embraced 
a reli^ou whose Author was tneek and lowly; 
and 1 desire to be equally lowly, though o&en' 
times the natural pride of my heart impels me to 
say and do things not becoming the disciple of 
Christ." 

*• Who is Aia Christ of whom you speakj' en- 
quired the other, " and what is this religion for 
which you have forsaken that of your foiefatbersf 
From whom have you learned it? Are not those 
who are called Christians in onr street, for tho 
most part destitute of religion i Are not their 
women .continually exposed to public view \ Do 
they observe any hours of devotion } Do they 
not eat all manner of meats, making no distinc- 
tion between the clean and the unclean f 

" As there are many among the Hindoos," re- 
tamed Nazareenee, " who live in entire contempt 

* CioAniotKir* Bot Putate, thf Cbampion of Idolatr;. 
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of all rdi^m, bo aIm we tbeie nanj; >ucli autong 
Chiialians. But, my bruther, what have I to ijo 
with thcsef Shall I tte judged by the potions of 
Other meni or condemned fot their aim? I wem 
not led to chocae the Christian religion by vy P^' 
ticular beavties oi: perfections I had observed in the 
characters of Christians, having had litile oppotT 
tunity, at that time, of communicating with Uiera; 
but I was both convinced and persuaded by th« 
written word of God." So uying, he look his^booli 
from his bosom, and would have read certain parts 
thereof to Shahsuovara Bot Puregte; but the other, 
poshing it from him, said, " Have we not also holy 
boolu, and those of great antiqaity i And what 
iCtsoa hast thou lo suppose that the Scriptures of 
the Christians are better than those of our s^red 
leligipn?" He then broke out again into violent 
abuse. To which Nazareenee replied, " BefraJu, 
mybiptheri from this evil speaking: remember that 
ftbose is no test of truth, but rather weakens tbq 
caiUe in which it is used, since it is that weapoB 
to which unholy women and weak persons liavQ 
recourse in the failure of better arguments." 

" What our friend urges is very true," goid Uie 
companion of Shahsuovara Bot Purest^; "and 
therefore, my brother, I «a of opinion, that thu 
iQaUer should be quietly discussed with theae 
Cbiistians, and that we should patiently heat 
whatever they have to say for themselves: and as 
<NUr discussion may be long, let us retire to soms 
place where we may be shaded from the oooar 
day sun." 

I saw then, in my dream, that Shahsuovara Bot 
Pureste was offended with the proposal; neverthe* 
ku, to oblige his friend, he consented thereunto. 
So having found a convenient place by the way- 
side, they seated themselves there; (hough Shalt'- 
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■uovara reftued to sit near the Christians, con< 
sidering them as polluted persons. 

Nov/ I hearkened to ibe subject of their di^ 
course; and behold, it was concerning the unity 
of God. Then said Nazareenee,' " We are all as- 
suredly agreed upon one point, namely, that ihera 
is a Ood: since none but a madman can suppose 
that the universe, with all that it contains of 
wonderful, various, beautiful, and magnificent, was 
formed by chancel The question therefore now 
must be, * Is tbere one, or are there many Gods? 
and what are the proo& that there can be but 
one God f " 

To this Bartholomew added, " Reason, unassisted 
by revelation, c&n ariswer this question. It is evi- 
dent from our senses, that all created things must 
have bad a beginning, and that they could not 
have been the cause of their own existence, since 
that which has no being cannot act: reasoning 
therefore in this manner, we are led to a great first 
cause — without beginning or end, existing necessa- 
rily, and not by accident; and this being is God." 

" This Supreme Being," returned Shahsuovara, 
"is Brumhu." Me then proceeded to repeat what 
is said of Brumhu in the books of the Hindoos, and 
to describe how he remains in a state of perfect 
repose during the revolution of endless ages, awak- 
ing, from time to time, for the work of creation. 

" My friend," replied Bartholomew, " you assert 
that Brumhu is the Supreme Being, white I and 
my brother believe that there is no God but tho 
God of the Cbristians, even the Lord JeAmai: 
and we were led to this belief by observing that 
the attributes given to the God of the Christians 
in their sacred books are more suitable to our 
idea of a perfect Being than the qualities whick 
jou Bttribuie to Brumhu." 
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. I.heu4tli^n, tbuihe pilgrim rnsoaed long with 
tbe idolalen upon the nature of God, and laid 
down these axioins, which the othera could nei- 
Iher gaining nor dispute; — 

■ " God is perfect, because eveiy perfection potp 
aaseed by ciealed beings must be derived fioin soma 
fint cause: therefore all perfection necessarily cent 
tors in God, who is this great First Cauae. 
. " Neither can tbe First Cause be dcpiived of an; 
of its perfections; forasmuch as he that is eternal 
sod self-existent cannot depend on any other boiiig, 
nor con he be afibcted or influraiced by any thing 
they can do. 

" Moreover, every perfection of the Supreme 
Being must be infinite; while those of every cre- 
•tsd being must be Anita, inasmuch as the causa 
wbence they proceed has communicated to them 
only a certain portion of its own perfections. But 
ta the self-existent Deity no such communication* 
can have been originally made, he himsdf being 
Hm source of life in all its various forms: there- 
Ion the Supreme God, being in every way abaor 
lately perfect, must needs be eternal, omnipotent, 
omniscient, and completely good. 

" This," added Bartholomew, " is the Being 
whom we are led by reason to seek as the object 
^f ooi adoration; since that which may be known 
9f him frou without is sufficient In afford us the 
SBOst exited conceptions of hia nature. For the 
JAvisiUe thinga of him from the creauon of th« 
world are deafly scan, being imdentood by the 
things that are made, even his eternal power and 
Oodhud: so that those who have forsaken the 
living God are witliout excuse. 
- " But," continued the old man, " among all 
ytetead^d reflations of the divine will, in those 
se<(etal books which are hdd sacred by men, where 
do we find a description of the Supreme Being 
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ftt all answering to that tdta. of him which May 
be obtained by a figbl application of our reasoning 
|>oven excepting in the sacred books of the Scrip- 
tures of the Christians? I'he Supreme God of the 
Hindoos is a being who, absorbed in self, devolves 
the government of the world upon an innumerable 
host of inferior deities, who, having like passions 
with ourselres, are represented as guilty of all 
manner of abominations, filling the earth with con- 
fusion and every evil work. 

" The God of the Musaulmauns is without mer- 
cy; where, then, is his perfection? 

" But the GoJ of the Christians, the Lord Jeho- 
vah," added the old man, lifting np his eyes and 
bands towards heaven, " is that being whom we 
long have sought, the Father and Saviour, all- 
powerful, yet alt*mercifal; hating sin, yet loving 
the sinner; and uniting by his supreme wisdom, 
mercy and truth, righteousness and peace." (Ptabn 
IXKXV. 10.) 

Then said the companion of Shabsuovara Bot 
Puresle, " I have long thought that the idols we 
worship are nothing. But should we forsake them, 
what would our wives and our sages say to us^ 
Our lives would bo rendered wretched among our 
people." 

" Life," said the pilgrim Nazareenee, " is short, 
very short, my brother; eternity very long. And I 
bave this saying in my holy book: He that Umetk 
father or mother more than me » not worthy (fme: 
and he that lovelh son or daughter more than me w 
not worthy of me. And he that taketh not his erou, 
andJoUowttk after me, it not worthy of me. He that 
Jindeth hi* life shall lose it: and he that loseth hia Ufa 
for Biy sake shall fnd it." (Malt. x. 37—39.) 

The pilgrims further exhorted him to consid^ 
well before he gave np the eternal interest of his 
(oal merely to please his earthly friends. They 
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pointed out to hioi, tlie dangeroni state of th« 
unconverted man, and assured him, that the Chrisr 
tiaa religion \«as ibe only one upon earth which 
offered any adequate means of salvation, or waa 
in any way adapted to ihe wants of mankind. 

" But," said Shahsuovara Bot Pureste, " we de- 
sire you to bring forward what other reasons you 
have for supposing your religion to be true. Is 
it not confessedly of modern dale compared with 
ours f" 

" Our religion, namely, the religion of Christ," 
answered Bartholomew, "existedyrwn thefowtdtt- 
tion of the world, (Matt. xxv. 34.) as we find from 
our sacred books." 

" But we are told," answered the others, " that 
the Christians have corrupted their sacred books." 

" That cannot be," replied Bartholomew, " be- 
cause the first part of our sacred book is in the 
hands of the Jews, who are the declared enemies of 
the Christians; and think you not that if the Chris- 
tians had corrupted this book, the Jews would 
have eagerly e:( posed those corruptions^ And the 
second part," added the pilgrim, " namely, the 
Engel, is in the hands of Christians of every sect; 
many of whom, not being united in the bonds 
of amity with one another, would instantly detect 
any attempt to alter the original. Moreover, there 
are manuscripts of this holy book existing of very 
gfe&t antiquity, all of which generally agree wi^ 
the copies now in use." 

" Another proof of the truth of these hooks," 
added Nazareenee, " is, that they account for an- 
cient customs cslablisbed among mankind from 
time immemorial. Thus we read in the books of 
Moses of the institution of sacrifices, which are 
now observed by every natinn under the sun who 
«*e not Christians. Now every sacrifice was origi- 
nsUy: intwM as a type vl the great sacrifice to 
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be once mode for the sins of maiikiDd, nstneljr, 
the McriBce of Christ, the Son of God : and UiO(i|b 
this rite i* now misonderstood and pruikned, yet is 
it nevertheless a standing proof of the aatk^tidly 
of our ancient books, and an evidence of the tali* 
quity of our holy religion." 

Bartholomew would have proceeded to apeak 
of the many prophecies contained in the H(dy 
Scriptures, several of which, though uttered lams 
thousand years agOj are still Teceiving their ac 
com plish meat; together with the assurance held 
out in those Scri(jtures, that mankind shdl nlfi- 
mately become one fold under one shepherd. 
Shahsuovara Bot Pureste however would hear no 
more; but rising up in baste, and taking his com- 
panion with him, he departed on his return to the 
dig <f lie JVralh of God: yet, not before be 
bad uttered certain threats, from which the pil- 
grims collected that they must took for further 
hindrances in their heavenly course from the ido- 
laters around them. 

So they departed, while I looked a^r the pit* 
grims, who betook themselves again to their jour- 
ney, being grieved at their unsuccessful attempt 
to persuade ttieir brethren to forsake all, and throw 
in their lot with them. Thus they travelled on 
till evening; when being weary, after commending 
themselves to the care of the chief Shepherd, they 
laid themselves down by the way-side and slept 
in peace. Then thought I of these words of the 
prophet: And I aiil make mth them a ctnenant 
of peace, and mill came tie ercil beailt to cetue out 
of'tAe laiid: and my people thall dnetl iqfefy m 
lie wildemeu, mid tleep in the woods. (E»k. 
xxxiv. 25.) 

They arose the next morning before it was light, 
an^ went on th«r way rejoicing. And behold, 
when it was day-light, they found themselves 
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wtttiiii the long ahodoir of a mountiun, the Gnm- 
mii» of which seemed to pierce the very clouds; 
■Dd it lay directly in the face of the pilgrims, so 
tfaat they nust needs go over it, or turn out of the 
King's highvray, 

"If I mistake not," eaid the pilgrim Bartho- 
lomew, " yonder is the hill Difficulli/, on the very 
top of which dwell certain sages, who are fed wilh 
bread from heaven. Those sages arc called the 
Virtues, of which many wonderful things are re- 
ported; and some of my neighbours in the Citg 
^tke Wrakh of God, I remember, when a young 
nan, entertained me with lates of certain heroes 
and mighty men, who had by their own proper 
itrength climbed this hill, and dwelt with these 
sages; nay, Bome boasted that they had done as 
much themselves. But it is now evident to mc, 
from the accounts «hich they gave of these aged 
men, that, so far from having visited them, they 
were not even acquainted with their names: and 
I have lately been informed, that no mere man 
was ever able by hb own unassisted strength to 
climb this hill, or to visit the dwelling of these 
aages. Notwittutanding it is well known that weak 
women, and even little children, having their feet 
shod with the preparation of the Gospel of peace, 
have been enabled, without extraordinary difGculty, 
le reach the very summit of these lofty heights. 

How I saw, in my dream, that as the pilgrims 
advanced, the bill which was before them appeared 
to be exceedingly beautiful. The base thereof was 
a rock of marble, from which poured many springs 
of water, clear as crystal, while the upper part 
was covered with trees vihose fruit never vnther- 
eth, (Jude !£■) among which the slender-shafted 
palm tree, the teehe and the mulberry, with the 
citron and the orange, sfibrded a perpetual and 
variegated shade from the mid-day sun. Many 
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melodious birds were beaid in these vooAt, and 
the young antelopes bounded over these sleeps, 
cropping the tender leaves of the low thtubs, 
without fear from evil beasts, of which there wet« 
none upon this hill. 

The pilgrims were ravished with the deligbtfbl 
appearance of this bill, where the Virtues abide: 
nevertheless, when they came near and saw the 
steepness of the ascent, they stopped for a while to 
consult with each other what were best to be 
done. And behold, while they were engaged in 
consultation with each other, there came acroSs 
the country several persons of diflerent naiioni 
tnd complexions: one of whom was ft religions 
mendicant orfakeer, bedaubed all over with mud; 
another was a Bramhun; and the third a learned 
Massulmaun. So all these met together at the 
foot (rf the hill D^culty; where being nearly 
overcome by the sultry heat of the mid-day snii, 
diey agreed with one accord to take rest and re- 
freshmeut; defening their journey till the cool of 
the day. 

For these purposes they sealed themselves under 
the shade of a rock which bulged over .tbe w&y- 
Mde, and near which a spring of water poured IVoitt 
the hill. 

Here I listened to the discourse that passed be- 
tween these travellers, as they sat in the shade re- 
freshing themselves wiih such provision as tbey 
had brought with ibem. And, firat, tbe strangers 
questioned the pilgrims, whence tbey came, and 
whither they were going: to which answer being 
made; they in their turn were questioned by their 
companions. 

Now I perceived that all the strangers, to wk, 
the fakeer, ihe Bramhun, and the Mussulmaun 
dbctoT, made the sime reply, to wit, that they 
were dotae from the city of ifacir birlh-irfacc, and 
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had travelled Ibus far, id order to gain repute 
wnong their brethren. That they intended to climb 
the heighta of the hill D^culiy, and to dwelt 
ftwhile wilb the Virtues there, that tliey might 
have whereof to glory among their neighbours on 
their return. 

The old pilgrim then said, " I have it written 
in my book, that he who would build a tower, 
ihould first sit down and count the cost. Now, 
my brethren, it would be well for you to mark, 
before you attempt to mount this bill, how steep 
and difficult the way is; and to consider whether 
you are able to ascend it." 

Bramiun. Able! do you say, old man. What 
is to hinder me from doing as much as other* 
have done? 

Old Piigrm. Tliere is good reason to believe 
that no mere man by his proper strength was ever 
able to climb this hill D^culty: nay, as [he story 
goes, your gods were not able to do it; since, by 
your own accounts of them, so far were they froni 
being virtuous, that they were murderers, robbers, 
■nd adulterers. - ' 

Then spake the Muisulmaun doctor, " Your re> 
proof, brother, is just; for what can be more vile, 
Uian the characters which these Bramhuns give 
of their godsf" v 

The old Christian ventured next to remind the 
MusBulmaun, that the person in whom he pro- 
fessed to believe, namely, the prophet Mahomet, 
had not attained to any greater height of virtue 
than the heroes of the Hindoos. 

To this the MusiulmauD doctor replied in a 
nge, " If our holy prophet, when on earth, was 
not capable of reaching the most exalted heights 
ofvirtue; tell me who has done iti" 

The pilgrim Bartholomew meekly answered, 
" It is, my brethren, because ye have not a clear 
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idea ot.nrtnt, that ye.prete^ tlut loeramw is 
capable of attuniag even to the anikltest degree of 
it. Man, when usisted hy the Holy Spiiit of God^ 
becomes a new creature, and a enabled to produce 
such £ood works, as the natural raao cannot ia any 
wise perform; for, by nature we are very lioful, 
and very weak, and cau do no {ood thing. Nov 
the Virtues which dnell on this mountaia are ch^ 
rity, or love, mercy, hope, joy, peace, long-sufierinit 
gentleness, goodoess, faidi, neeknea, Mmperance; 
these Virtues dwell together, are in perfect htu> 
mon;, are supported by spiritual bread from kea- 
ven, and are never separated. Through the assist- 
ance of God the Holy Spirit (a privilege pur- 
chased for us by the blood of Jesus Chcisr, wh« 
is God the Son) many believers have beea enabled 
to attain to great emioence in yirtue; although, 
in all their attaiixmeots, hniaan frailly ever mio- 
gleth its cotrupuons. But the natural man, whose 
motives of action are aelf-advau cement and the lova 
of glory, never can attain ualo these virtues; in- 
asmuch as strife and ambition are the irrecoacile- 
able enemies of charity, of joy, of peace, of long- 
sfiffering, of meekness, and of temperance; neither 
can they ever abide with them." 

At this the Bnunhun and the Mussulmaan doc* 
tor looked very angry: but while they were con- 
sidering with themselves hew they should gain^y 
the Cbristiaa's arguments, tVefakeer, who had pro 
vided himself with certain pebbles from the brook, 
began to throw them at the pilgrims, saying, " What 
are these fellows who presume to dictate to mi" 
And at the same time he poured forth such a tor- 
rent of abuse and blasphemy, that NasareeBce tad 
Bartholomew were glad to withdraw, and t« get 
' out of hearing. 

They removed theiefore to some duiance, where 
a fair palm tree spread her bioad leavet to jikelter 
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Ifcett frott the lays of the tun ; and iheTe, kneeling 
OD the grais,' they prayed for their fellow-travel- 
len: vhile they, on the otberhand, having spent 
their- rage in abming the Christians and blasphem- 
H^ their Ciod, set forth, in * spirit of vain gTory, 
to mount the hill. 

Now I saw, in my dream, that they did not ttke 
lh« straight road, which is the King's highway, be- 
cause of its eteepness and difficulty; choosing ra- 
ther a broad path which wound about to the left. 
There, for a while, I lost sight of them, on ac- 
count of the curvings of the road; but presently 
again I espied them standing on the edge of a 
terrific precipice, from whence they were disdain- 
fully vociferating to the pilgrims below; and their 
words were full of self-confidence and contempt of 
the Most High. But behold, even while they were 
uttering their boastings and their blasphemies, the 
feet of one of them slipped, and he, catching hold 
of iha others to save himself, dragged them down 
with him into the deep below, where they were all 
dashed to pieces. 

At this hoirible accident the pilgrims were filled 
with terror, most unfeignedty lamenting the fate of 
these unhappy men: a^er which they called ear- 
nestly upon Ood to uphold them in the way, lest 
they also should stumble and fall-^" for," said 
dw pilgrim Bartholomew, " we by nature differ 
io no wise from these poor men." ' 

I saw then, in my dream, that, after they haJ 
prayed awhile, and called upon God, a messenger 
came to them from on high, presenting to each of 
them a strong staff called faith, and bidding them, 
as they ascended the hill, to lean upon those staves, 
and their steptf would be secure. So they took the 
staves in their hands, and the heat of (he day' being 
poM, they began to ascend the hill, rejoicing in 
lum whose hand was their support. 
l3 
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On looking «gain sfier 4he pil^ma, I perceJ<Wt 
tbat they went labouring up the hill, in the nar- 
row way, even the way of «Blvstion: and the liill 
being at first very iteep, tiae vmat rm dvwn the 
pilgrims' backs. Nasareenee vn» berefeady t» 
^nt; but observing bis fellow, who whs aa ol^r 
BiMi than himseir, fidviuictng iteadily forward, he 
coald not for shame be the first to cry, Stop. So 
they went en, eotnelimes climbing an tbeit htnds 
and hnees, and Bometimes walking, yet «lw&y9, as 
I saw, holding bst by their staves. 

Kow after awhile, the ascent became more 
gentle; and the pathway, instep of fadng stony, 
was spread wiih tender grass and flowers. More- 
over, the woods on each side, as they advanced, 
appeared more and more beajQtifal, while the sing- 
ing of the birds therein made them delightfully 
vocaU so Ikat the old pilgrim observed that h« 
had never in his travels seen the like. 

Then said Nasareenee, " I see that the face of 
nature iiself laughs and rejoices where the Virtnea 
have. their dwelling." 

" Yes, verily," replied the old pilgrim, " Uie 
earth did not produce thorns and thistles till our 
£ather Adam brought sin into the world : and wheD 
the kingdom of Christ shall become universal, the 
desert shall then blossom as the rose; iattead o^ 
the (ion thatl come up. tkejir tree, and mtttad of 
the brier shall come up the myrtle tree." (Isaiah 
Iv. 13.) 

By this time, the sun was set; but the moon 
appearing in the brow of the night, the pilgrims 
proposed (hat they should continue their journey, 
being impatient to reach their app<unted restingr 
placer Now there was no fear of evil beasts in that 
mountaini so the travellers went on all night, the 
air being cool and refreshing, and the way strught 
before them. And as the morning broke the; 
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could 4utingH»h on the very Bumnut of the bill 
light before them, the (ope of trees, under whoie 
thadethe sages were accustomed to pau their mid- 
day hoora in tocial convene, not far from theii 
zespective celts, which weie formed in the side of 
the hill, adoined with fragrant shrubs and flower- 
ing creepers. So the pilgrims hastened forward, 
Ofid reached the summit of the hill just at sun- 
ns^ when the nges were stq>{>>tig forth from their - 
houses to meet, as that custom was, to their 
raoming derotiou. 
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CHAPTER Vm. 

Sneamg iov the Pilgrims, after sojourtung vxth the 
Sages, descended into tie Faliey of HumiHatiotn 
and hom the Lord for a ■uldU kid hi* tacefrvm 
t^m, as a Trial of their FaUh. 



^OW I. saw, in my dream, thatt wbert the saga ' 
perceived the pilgrims at a little distance, they aept. 
one of their number to receive ihem, and coodact 
them to a place wbeie they might bathe their 
bodies and chaoge their clothes. So the eb^ 
came forth to meet ihcm, giving them his hand, 
and welcoming them to those unfrequented heists. 
After which he led them to a bath, clear u - 
crystal, and shaded by tiees; whexe, having sane- , 
tified and cleansed themselves with the washing of 
water by the word, he piesenteil them with fra- 
grant oil, wherewith to anoint ihemeelves: where* 
upon they were sweetly refreshed, and came forth 
rejoicing. Then I saw that the ta^e led them to 
his brethren, who all graciously Mluted the pil- 
grims, saying, " Glorify God, from whom ye have 
received strength to reach this favoured phtce." 
Here the pilgriiuB vieis t^vUhed wilh delight at 
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aI] tfaey Bfiv and heard: for the sages <rere 'beau- 
tiful aa well as hii)]i, without spot or blemish, 
dwellbg together in divine harmony, every one 
having talents and perfections diffefeni in kind and 
degree from hid biethren; yet forming together a 
society, so orderly, so complete^ and blessed, that 
nothing was wanting to its perfection, since all that 
ii true, all that is honest, all that is just, all that 
it pure, all that is lovely, all that is of good re^ 
port, is to be fonnd in the dwellings «f tfa« Virtues. 
The ^Bce of tfadr abode waa airy, beaaliful, and 
quiet, being far removed from all the stir and 
bustle of the world; where Ihey were not riehed 
with the bread of heaven, and secretly initiated 
into all the m^teries of the kingdom. 

Mao, as bath oftea been beforo rematked, is 
Utterly vile, being incapable «f accsnaplishing by 
his own strength any good work; his natural depra- 
vity, inherited from bis first parents, mixing itself 
with all he does: on which account every at- 
tend of <man, unassisted by the Spirit of G(>d, lo 
acquire a holy state of mind, or to perform vir* 
tUDUS deeds, must be altogether ineffectual ; accord- 
ing to that which is written, Do men gathm- grapa 
ofdhorvs, erfigt afihUtiaf (Mattvii. l6.) Hence 
idl die pretensions lo perfection, made by j/ogees, 
tttni/atiet,aadfakeers; hermits and dervises; monkd 
and saioia, must be utterly vain; and all their 
|ienances, ceremonies, and observances, wholly in- 
effectual to their purification, or the acquirement 
of virtuous inclinations. But the Engel opens to 
ia the true way of purification. We learn from 
Scripture, that those who by faith have received 
Cfarut, Btid who abide in him, obtain daily assist- 
ance and strength to do well. / am the true vim, 
saith our Lord, and my F<Uher it the husbandman. 
Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch oaitttot 
iaarfimt i^ tttdf, tscept it abide in the vine; no 
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tuare can ye, except ye abide in tne.' (John xt. 1, 4.) 
When Christ u leceived iaio Uie heart by faith, 
man hecomes a Dew creature: a new nature then 
begins to be formed within him, which conti- 
nually opposes itself to bis old corrupt nature. 
This new and glorious nature, being spiritual, re- 
quires spiritual nourishment; and this nourish- 
ment is Christ, the bread of life, which must b« 
daily administered unto it by the Holy Spirit, and 
without which it can no more subsist, ibon the 
body without food. Jetui tailk imlo them, I am the 
bread of lye: he thid cometh to tne »haU never iun- 
ger; and he that believelh on me thaU never thirH. 
(John vi. 35.) It was by this kind of nourishment 
that ihe Virtues grew and flourished, and attained 
tmto ihe tiuasure o^ the atatwe of the fidaeu of 
Christ, (Eph. iv. 13.) 

The pilgrims abode many days with these sacred 
instructors, partaking of their food, and imbibing 
their spirit, daily growing in grace and in tho 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. And during 
this season the sages frequently entered into con- 
versation with them, that they might prove, by 
their answers, whether they had a light under- 
standing of what they had endeavoured to teach 
them. Now as I have a clear recollection of ono 
of these conversations which passed between the 
■ages and the pilgrims, I shall relate it here for 
the benefit of those who may be curious to know 
. its purport. 

And first, the sages took -great pains to in^ 
press upon the minds of the pilgrims the diSei^ 
ence of the righteousness which is of man, and that 
which is of God: " For man," they said, " looketh 
on the oaitaard appearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart. (1 Sam. xvi. 7.) By the outward law," 
continued they, " we are forbidden to take that 
which belongs to another; but by the Gospel of 
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Cfaiiit we are enjoined not even to look ivith eyes 
of desire upon ttiat which is not our own. By 
the law we are forbidden to commit murder or 
violence upon our fellow- creatures; but, by the 
Gospel we are commanded to love our enemies, to 
bless Hem that curse us, to do good to them that 
hate us, and to pray for them that despitefuUy use 
u> and persecule us; that -we may he the children of 
<mr Father which is in heaven : for he maketh his sua 
to rise on the evil and on the good, and sendelh rain 
on the just and on the unjust." (Matt. v. 44, 43.) 

Then spake the sage Charity to the pilgrims, 
'• I would know of you, my sons, if ye are able 
from the Book of God, to describe my chaiactei." 

The pilgrim Bartholomew answered, "That can 
I'do in some humble degree, having dwelt enou^ 
on the description of your character in my book, 
to excite in me a longing desire to dwell with yoa 
(br ever: of which description, this is a part— CAa- 
rtlg svffereth long, and it kind; charity envittk not; 
ckiirity vatmieth not itself, is not pufed up, doth not 
bthOve itself unseemly, teeketh not her onm, is not 
ethly provoked, thinketk no evil; rejoiceth not in int' 
4^y, bvt rejoiceth in the truth ; beareth all things, 
believeth all things, hopeth alt things, endvreth aU 
tSUgs. (1 Cor. xiii. 4—7.) There were several 
jttnons in the City of Destruction" added the pil- 
gfiXD, "who pretended to be well acquainted with 
yon, and to have studied a long time at your 
I'eeti because they gave of their abundance to feed 
the poor: but this they did with ostentation, as 
nen-plea^erd, while every other part of their cha- 
Tscter was inconsistent with charity." 

" Christian virtues," replied the sage, " may be 
known by their consistency with one anoiher, and . 
with Iheir several parts. All true virtues spring 
jh>m faith; whereby theHoty Spirit is received into 
the hetlTt. One-tree Cannot produce evil aad good 
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fmit, neidier irill the ranewed man (aItIiot]|fa Jti^ 
the lemuiiiing weakuess of his old nature, he somfr^ 
tjipeft fall into teniptaiion) aXlow hintelf in sin." ' 

Then said ihe sage Faith, " Let (hose peis<nia,' 
uho pretead that unbelievers aie capable of pro- 
ducing good'works, go from one end to the olhet 
of ihe CiJi* of the (Vr<ah of God, studying the 
lecwds of maukind fiom the moKt lemote' to 
the present tiiae, and discover (if they can) a sin- 
gle individual, who is, or has been, charitable, 
according to tho Christian definitifm of charity." 

To this added the sage Joy^ " It halh long been 
the custom of the natural man to describe believers 
as melancholy aud dejected penons; though herein 
they widely wander from, the truth. For they 
who trust in God, are the only mi;n who know 
what truo joy is, according as it is written: My 
teroanU shall ting for joy of heart" (Isaiah Ixv. 14.) 

Naxarenee. I veiily believe, from what I have 
myself felt, that, could I but be assured of my ac* 
ceplance with God, I should rejuice, even in the 
agonies of the most cruel death. 
. Sage Joy, You would not be the first who 
has done so; for we have upon record, the names 
of thousands and teas of thousands of martyrs, 
who, amidst flames, rocks, and ihe most dreadful 
worrying of wild beasts, have been enabled to re- 
joice in Ihe Lord, and to glory in the God of their 
salvation. 

Sage Peace. There is nothing in my opinion 
more remackable, than the difference which, in 
this respect, is observable between the renewed- 
man and the natural man. The natural man it 
iaoapable of peace and joy, even when in the 
moat [uosperous circumstances. While possessing 
every thing the woild can give, his inward CE»e 
and trouble become manifest in his countenance: 
for iht wicked are Uke. the troubled sea, when it oaih- 
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not rat, i^hote ■a^en catt ly mire onrf £rt. (Iiskh 
Ivii. 30.) Yea, there is □■> pesce, taith nj God, to 
the wicked. But the saint, in bonds, in inpriu>H 
meat, or (w his deatt-bed, is all security: For tht 
Wtrk of rigileoumett ihail be peace; aiHi the e^eet 
(f rigAieoiuneu guutnett and awmnce for txcr, 
(baiah Mxii. 17.) 

The. sages then questioned th« pilgrinn, how far 
homan beings ought to bear with each other, and 
uponnhat account they ought to be mercifnl, and 
long-iuffering, and meek, one towards another. 

To which the pilgrims brought in reply, the 
COQunaodnient and example of the Lord. And 
fint, the commandmrat which he gare to Peter, 
not only to forgive his brother, who bad offended 
him seven times, but seventy times leren; and 
■eoondly, the example of our Lord himself, »4o, 
icAen Ac v>a» miied, reoiled not again t wkeit he 
siiffereil, he threatened not ; but commilltd Tdmae^ta 
him thatjudgeth riglUamly. (1 Peter u. S9.) 

The sage Temperanc:e next gave instructions to 
the pilgrims, shewing them the necessity of mode* 
ration in alt thin^ and keying the body under 
subjection, if they would obtain the crown of life. 
(lCw.ix.25, 2?:) 

And lastly, Faith, talcing them by the hand, 
exhorted them to remember continually, that no 
man is saved by his own works or deservings, but 
by faith in the Lord Jesus Christ: for all, said he, 
Juve ttttntd, and oome §hort of the glory tf Qod; 
(Rom. iii. S3.) but being jiul^ed by faith, we have 
pefk:e xcith God through our Lord Jem Chriri, 
(Rom. V. 1.) 

So the pilgrims spent their time most pleasantly 
in the dwelling of the Virtues, sometimes con- 
verung with t^se tages, sometimes praying with 
lhem,.or uniting with them in singing the praises 
at God. And behold, the Uprosy which was in 
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the tiesh of the pilgriins had no# nearly diMp> 
peared, and their skin was become fresb, and fiiir, 
and beautiful, so thst the pilgrim Nazareenee esp^ 
cially, whom I bad seen and observed closely horn 
the very first, appeared to me quite another mah 
from what he bad formerly been; his old natuita 
was passing away, and all things were becoming 
new; white the Lord had put a new aong of praise 
in his mouth. (3 Cor. v. 17. Ptaim xl. 3.) < 

Now I saw, in my dream, that the time wa« 
come when the pilgrims must needs continue tbeit 
journey, and be brought into scenes where, not 
experiencing such immediate and sensible comfort, 
they might be led to feel their dependence upon 
Qod, and to know their own insufficiency. They 
vere now to descend from the heights wberer was - 
the habitation of the Virtues into the FaUey '<^ 
BwmiUatimt, through which all must pass who 
would go to the CUy of Mount Zion: for through 
this valley our Lord himself passed when upMi 
earth, being despued and rtjeettd of mtn, a man of 
tOTTomt, and acgwunltd with grief. (Isaiah liii. 3.) 
NeveriheleEs, this VaUty of BtmiliaiioH, through 
which every Gbristian traveller must pass, is very 
sweet to those who descend into it in the same 
spiiit as our Lord did, to wit, in patient submn- 
lion to the will of God. But, alas! few know 
how to walk in these lowly paths, notwithslaodiDg 
liis great example who haih said, Latm of me; 
for I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye ^halt 
find rat vnto your touU. (Matt. xi. 59.) 

Just before tbe pilgrims took their departnr*, 
the sages explained unto them the nature of the 
valley into which they were about to descend, it 
being immediately on the other side of the btll 
D^culty, in the very way to Mount Zion. And 
moreover they told ihem, that beyond ihe Fal^ 
tf HnmUiation was. another valley, still more te^ 
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liUe to pilgrims, call^, Tie Valltji of the. Skadoa 
of Dtath, in whicli the Almighty aometimes Kemi 
U> fonake his lervants, withdrawing all >eiuihl« 
fionfort rrom them, and this for the trial of faith. 
Then answered the pilgrims, and said, " SkaU jm 
reukx good at the ha*d of God, and shall tee lutf 
rtceioe txiii9" (Job ii. 10.) 

. Now the pilgrims made haste to obey the coh^ 
manda of the Lord ; and having girt op their loins, 
with their staves in their handj, and their Holy 
Books bound up in their clothes, each matt hav- 
ing his lota iluDg over his shoulder, they took 
leave of the sages. So the tagea embraced them, 
and blened them, and giving them some things 
wherewith to lefiesh them by the way, tbey le4 
them to the brow of the hill which looks towards 
2Mff; when bidding them to beware how they 
descended the steep, they took their leave of then 
wi^ many prayeni for their weljare, and returned 
t» their place. 

. Meanwhile I looked aflter the pilgnms, fearing 
every instant that some accident would befal them 
in tbeii descent; for the hill on that side was exr- 
tremely steep, and hung over a very deep valley. 
This valley, which is called Hutmiialion, is both 
pleasant and safe when once entered upon; but 
ike descent thereunto appeared very difficult and 
dangerous. 

The old man, I saw, made shift to go down 
better than the younger one; for he went slowly, 
feeling his way with the staff in his hand: but 
^asareenee, trusting kst to his staff and mora to 
his own strength, got two or three terrible falls, 
which might have been attended with dangerous 
consequences. 

At length they came to the bottom; and surely 
a lovelier valley than this, I never beheld. This 
valley is always verdant, being but little exposed 
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dOierto Withering «ind> or icofcbing Iieati; and 
tbe rays of the sun cotae ?pon it through the 
medium of farouring clouds and refireshing showers. 
Here, ofien, was seen the bov of the covenant eo- 
eompassing the whole vallejr vith its-celestial arch. 
And here, also, grew many shady trees beside pools 
of clear water, over which, as the fresh hnexet 
passed, they brought with them the frapsot odour 
ef limes, Among these trees the plaintive notes 
of (be- dove were heard, and beside these waters 
certain shepherd-boys tended their flocks. Through 
these verdant solitudes the path of th« pilgriras 
.was agreeably laid out. 

Then said the pilgrim Bartholomew, *' This val- 
ley I faav« heard much spoken of in my own city; 
'bat they that detcribed it, spoke of it as a very 
undesirable situation: yet it appears to me one of 
the most beautiful spots we have met wth in the 
whole of our pilgrimage." 

Ifazareenee. Indeed, brother, wfaUe I was stdm- 
blii^ down the hill D^cultp, I did not expect to 
find such a sweet place as this below. This day, 
which I spend in the FoUey of HumHulhti, would, 
I diink, be one of the pleasanUst days of my pil- 
grimage, did not the bruises which I got tn my falls 
distress my fijelings and destroy my contentment. 

" Brother,", replied the pilgrim Bartholomew, 
" I did not think you were in so much pain. Let 
lis »it down awhile under the shade of this tree, 
that I may wash your bruises, and bind them up." 

So the pilgrim Nazareenee sat down, and the 
«ther went to draw water from one c^ the pools. 
And behold, as he returned to bis brother, one of 
the little shepherd-boys followed him, having filled 
hit cap with ripe nuts. {Sol. Song yu 11.) These 
he had gathered, and brought as a present to the 
pilgrims. 

And when the ahepheid-lwjF saw the brnbes 
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whidk Ntweenee liad ro^eiwed, ha ujd then grew 
a tree thereabout whose leaves, if properly a()plied, 
would cuiB all tnaiuier of woundt ftnd brjutn. 
Upon which he ran from them, lelunuDg aftei 
•while with Beveral c^ these leaves in hii hkiid. 
Then taking two snooth stones and bruising the 
leaves between them, he applied them to the 
pounds; when the anguish of the pain piesently 
. ceased, and the pilgrim was healed. 

Now the pilgrims were exceedingly pleased with 
the boy, and Nasareenee would know of him, what 
these healing leaves were which he had applied to 
his wounds. 

So the boy smiled, and sud, " The tree which pro- 
duces these leaves a for- the ieal»tg o^ the nttiom. 
(Rev. xxii. 2.) We. use no other medicine," sud 
he, "either for outward or inward wounds in this 
nlley; and we never found tbero fail, if propeiW 
applied. My father tutd me of this tree wbnt 1 
. yiBs a very little boy, shewing me where to find it; 
and this piece of knowledge has proved moro bcD^ 
ficial to me than all I possess besides." 

The pilgrim Naaareenee would then have the 
boy to give. him a number of theie leaves to carry 
with him. But the boy answered, " Nol If theso 
leaves are kept long, they wither and lose theii 
virtue. But I will direct yon how to find- them, 
and gather for yourself. The tree on which they 
grow produces twelve manner of fruits, and that 
holy book which you have in your hand will point 
out to you where to fiod them." 
. " My little lad," said the pilgrim Bartholwnew, 
" your father was, I perceive, a Christian." 
, Bog, There are none but such in this valley; 
ndther does the air of this place agree with any 
Other. 

Bartholomew. And have yon no wish to leave 
Ihit placet 
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gnce «nto Ike iumUe; (Jamei iv. 6.) tharefore I 
would gladly remaia htar, if God wiltetb, to mjr 
dying day. 

After hftTing lhu« convmed awhile yritb tka 
boy, and eaten of his nuts, the pilgrim Nazarecaee 
finding himself quite refreshed, they embraced the 
child, praying God to blets bira, and went on 
their way. 

The pitgrimi continued their jonmey till il naa 
dark, when they lay down and slept till morning; 
and their steep, by Teason of the quietncsa of the 
valley and the coolness of the air, was pleasanl 
to them. So in the morning they arose and went 
on their journey; and behold, the pilgrims 1ibp> 
veiled a great part of the next day through the 
beautiful Failty of Hvmiliation, not meeting with 
any thing which could trouble them. But at 
the end of this valley, as the sages had told thenr, 
was another, called the ViUley of tkt Shadom ■^. 
Deati, which the pilgrims must needs pass, because 
ihe way to the City of Zion lay through it. Our 
Lord when on earih passed through this valley, 
wfaen he boie our sins and carried our sorrows, 
and when, for our iniquities he was bruised. {Itaaak 
liii.) Moreovt-T, it was in this valley that he cried 
out, " My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
mef" Now this valley is a solitary place, a land 
of deserts and pits, a land of drought and of the 
shadow of death, a land that no man but a Chris- 
tian passeth through, and where no man dwells. 

I saw then, in ray dreato, that just as the pil- 
grims catne in view of this dismal valley, the very 
sight of which brought a gloom upon their spirits, 
they espied two men with their backs towards 
Mowit Zion, and their faces towards them; at 
which the pilgrims were astonished, wondering 
what it might mean. So Iha men drew on, sod 
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bcbcM, wliila'tkejr were stiH at a diaUknce^ die 
pilgnm Bartholomew recogniied tbera u having 
been hb next door neighbour* in his native vit 
lage, upon which he said to bis brother, " I inif 
ttJks greatly if 1 do not know these men. Tkey 
lived, if I tightly gaes8, the veiy next door ta 
my fathei's house, and were brought up according 
to the Hindoo religion. They were deprived of 
iheii out, I well remember, upon some occasion 
o( oftnce, which they gave to a great Brumhun 
in our town; and being ao longer able to main- 
tain t^eir credit among iheir brethren, they joined 
tkemtetves to tiie feringhea, and became Cfaris- 
ttHB: and now, t fear, by their turning their 
backs so lightly on Mount Zton, that they, at first, 
put on the pilgrim's habit more through necesstlyt- 
and for filthy lucre's sake, than from conviction." ■ 

By this time the men were come up to the piU 
grimi, for they ran with all (he speed they could 
make. Then taid the pilgtims to them, " Whither 
are you running? Do you turn your backs ok" 
salvation, and run headlong to perdition?'' 

JUcfi. We are going back to our own city, and 
to the gods of our fathers; and we would have yon 
to do the same, if you value your lives, since be> 
fore you is nothing but destruction. 

Then 1 law that the pilgrim Bartholomew -vety 
earnestly opposed their return, beseeching them 
not to be weary of well-doing; nay he endeavour' 
ed to detain ihem by catching hold of their gar- 
ments: but struggling hard they escaped from his 
hands, and passed on their way, crying, " Death I 
death! The ValUif of the Shadow of Dealh!" 

On their departure, the pilgrim Bartholomew 
groaned in his spirit; and turning to his com- 
panion, who was trembling exceedingly, he bespake 
him thus, " Why faintest thou, my brother! Tie 
Lord M our Sh^ierd; ik ihall.not mml- ^«^ 
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tioKgi XBC ■amlk through the vailtg of the ikadoa 
of death, we will fear no eeil: for the Lard is vitk 
vt: hit rod and his staff' mil cohort vs." (Pialm 
xxiii. 1, 4.) 

Thus the elder pilgrim encouraged his brother, 
who needed all the support that could be afforded 
him. And now they were come to the mouth of 
the valley: and behold, the whole scene befon 
them was dark and dreary, the light of day being 
effectually excluded from it by those dasky clouds 
which perpetually hung upon that valley. I pei- 
ceived also that the pathway through it was ex- 
ceedingly narrow, without fence or wall on either 
side; instead of which (here lay on the right .a 
dangerous bog, and on the left a deep ditch. A 
cold and dismal wind blew through the valley, and 
every blast was loaded with the dreadful sound of 
groans and lamentations. Towards the middle of 
the valley there opened a yawning gulphj whi^ph 
was one of the mouiha of hell, and in which many 
have beheld things of the most fearful and inde- 
scribable kind. Yet through this place of teirois 
the way of salvation held iis course, like a narrow 
bridge without the slightest barrier passing over 
tome tremendous deep. Now the pilgrim Noza- 
reenee was more and more affrighted as he entered 
this valley : and it was easy to perceive that Bar- 
tholomew himself was not a little moved, though 
he slackened not his pace as the other would have 
dune, but marched forward. And as he entered 
the valley, he began to pray, still leaning upon 
his staff, and feeling bis way with it; while the 
other followed him trembling. Thus they kept on 
their course, the valley becoming darker and darker 
as they penetrated it further: and behold, they 
were surrounded with evil spirits, whose malignant 
suggestions were like internal whUperinp charged 
with blasphemies of the Most High. 
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Tlien Nftasreenee, being fnglitened, caaglif hold 
of bis cdmpanion's garmcDt; but the old man be- 
sougbt him not to do to, saying, "Coofide not in 
man, but put thy trust in the hotd, for bleated is he 
that maketk the Lord hu Iruit." (Psalm xl. 4.) 
' So Nazareenee let go his hold of the old pilgrim's 
Mnnenl, and leaned more strongly on hu staff, even 
Ute staif of faith: and it was happy for him that 
he did so, for the pilgrim Bartholomew presently 
"afterwards missing die footpath, plunged up to his 
middle in the bog. However, the old man held 
fait his staff, and with the help of that, and his 
'brother's arm, he recovered the pathway again. 
And now the pilgrims were come to the dreadful 
abyss of which 1 spoke; and there falling on the 
grbund, they groped their way upon their bands 
and knees amid unutterable terrors and tremblings. 
Xhe groans and cries from faeneatb, nith the whim- 
perings of the evil spirits, were here exceedingly 
jgri^ous and perplexing, insomuch that the pil- 
grims were not able to pray with any degree of 
composure: yet they continued to call upon the 
Xordj in broken sentences; and the chief of their 
cry was, " O.Lord, let it be thy pleasure to deliver 
iis — make haste, O Lord, to help us." 

It was not long. however before they reached a 
safer path; and behold, the valley became, as they 
advanced, more lightsome. So they arose from 
their hands and knees, and walked cautiously on 
their way; while the pilgrim Bartholomew gave 
thanks unto Him, who had enabled them to walk 
by faith through a night of darkness that might ba 
felt. 

Then said Nazareenee, for they were now able 
to talk as they went, whereas, before, thry were 
too much troubled to hold any conversation with 
each other; "Ah I could I have believed, when I

" We draw but the common lot," (aid the piU 
glim Bartholomew; "weeping may endnre for a 
ni^t, but joy cometkin the morning. A womaa 
may forget her sucking child, and not have com- 
passion on the son of her womb, but God will 
not forget bis children. No; as one whom his 
mother comforteth, so will the Lord comfort us, 
and we shall be comforted in Zion." 

1 perceived then that the pilgrims were corns 
to the end of the Valiey of the Skadmo of Deaths 
and were entering upon a pleasant conniry; where 
finding themselves delivered from their late di»- 
conragemenls, behold, they both knelt down to 
ascribe thanksgiving and praise to iheir mighty 
deliverer: alter which they quietly pursued thur 
journey by morning-light. Now, not far before 
them, they perceived a well, near which was an 
old castle built on the way-side, by a giant called 
Pagan, for the annoyance of pilgrims. Out of 
this, in former limes, be and his followers used 
to issue forth and threaten alt such as attempted 
to draw water from the well, which had been 
anciently dug for the convenience of pilgrims. 
Bui this castle was at present forsaken, the giant 
having been driven by the Chnslians from many 
of his strong holds, and compelled to take refuge 
in his chief fortress, which lay in the easterrt 
quarter of the City of Vanity, an immense city 
not far from thence.

NeveTthelev u 
the pSlgrima drew nearer they dismissed their ^t- 
preheDsioni, perceivirig by the law shrubs, heaUi, 
atid brushwood, which grew under the walls, and 
eren within the arches of the ^teway, that the 
place had been long forsakea. So they weat vp 
to the welU but behold, while they were prepar- 
ing to draw water ia their lotas, there caine all 
manner. of unctean birds, bats, and owls, vilo 
beaats, wolves and jackalls, baying and bowling 
from among the old buildings: but upon the piU 
gnroi waving their utout staves at them, they ran 
off,, and troubled them no more. So the pilgrimi 
a*l- by the way-side, and refreshed iheaaelrea; 
after which they proceeded on their journey.

PiOW I saw, in my dream, tbst the pilgrims 
continued their jouinejr several days, and I could 
not but admire the uniform course which the qld 
nan kept, leaning upon his staff at every step, 
and neither turning aside to the right hand nor to 
the left: and as he went he oft refreshed himself 
with the precious promises which his book coo- 
tuned. In the meanwhile I perceived that ha 
had fiequent occasion dther to urge his brother 
'forward, or to restrain his wanderings from their 
proper path, to obtain, as he said, a sight of the 
surrounding country. 

After travelling thus some daysj the pilgrims 
came to a. wide plain; but by reason nf ibejvngk 
and long gnus growing on each side of the way, 
their prospect was shut up Hin every side. At 
length the tnT^lcn arrived at a nne't^ppea 
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countiy, where the £e1di were adorned with 
clumps of trees and gardens, as in the neighbour- 
hood of some great city: but the trees, though 
fair to look at, bare either no fruit, or such as 
was of an evil nature. And advancing to the 
brow of a bit), where they intended to pass the 
night under a tope of tall trees; they saw before 
them, in the plain below, a city, of which, for 
extent and magnificeiKie, they had never beheld 
the like. 

" Ah I" said the old pilgrim, " there is, I per- 
ceive, the Citif of Vanity: would to God we were 
well through it!"

Alt this the 
pilgrims could observe from the side of the hill 
where they sat, from whence also they could hear 
the buzz of various voices out of the city, min- 
gling with the distant sound of their idolatrous 
music. Then did the hearts of the pilgrims sink 
within tbero, under inexpressible concern, not only 
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fbt tbemtelTct, bat for the ffioked iohfibiftaib of 
the city. 
' Now I law, in my Hreain, Ant, u tb^ Mt 
Innenting ihetDselves, one came up to tk«n, iiti 
said, " Peace be with you, my brelttreih" And 
irben the pilgrims looked up, behold, it was ibA 
ChmtiBn meuenger, who, thiough the ^pofAt- 
ment of Ood, had been the tDeaus of guiriing 
them to the right way. So they were glad td 
see him, and made room for him to sit dowid 
between them. Then I saw that he comforted 
them, and prayed with them, confirming thei^ 
ftith. After which, he apake to them after this 
amnner: —

. " As it was in the days of our Lord," continied 
the Chri&tiaa messenger, " so it is at (his present 
time. The children of this world are,, and erCt' 
will be at enmity wilh the children of light; Ihit 
blessed are ye, when men resile you and perseCuW 
you for yonr Master's sake." 

Then said Bartholomew, "Is there danger now;

The Cbmtian aicsHiiger (hea embracing the pil- 
grims, arose and departed; leaving them no less 
impressed by faia counsel, than thankful for bis 
visit. And as the night conte on, the whole City 
tf Vanity was lighted up with many lights; while 
the pilgrims, as they sat upon the brow of the hill, 
heud more plainly the sound <^ the horns, the 
dmmst and the shells, in the idol temples, together 
«ith the drnnken songs and shoutings of the fol- 
lowers of Mahomet, as (Key revelled in the atreete. 
Here therefore as the pitgnma looked and listened, 
^ey called to mind the peaceful dwellings and 
{ragrant gardens of the interpreter, the groves of 
the- Virtues on the summit of the hill Di^afUy, 
and the lovely Valtey of Humiliaiio», where the 
little shepherd-boy fed his flock without fear.' A«d 
the remembrance of these things filled them 4illi 
Tegtel, drawing forth their hearts in earnest Im^ 
ings after Zion, that they might behold the'Kiog 
in his beauty, in that land which is very far off; 
(Imah xxxiii, 17.) where there is no muTA doaih, 
HOT sorrow, nor crying; but where the teHim^ne 
wiped from every eye, aud where ihoro is noamc 
pain. So they passed tbenight in fervoatpiwfer 
and solemn discourse. And at the momin^dicw 
on, they prepared themselves for the .oiiaVoidfriile 
trial of entering the city; when having commended 
Ihemsehes to God, they descended the hill towanU 
one of its gates. 

' Now, as they approached, tb^ met many per-

;rtbMnwtTe8 gete filled with trafficker!, each with hia 
tnakti flf nans — MosMlmauni, with thar g»eait 
mmhtachioi, and turbans, and mtHlia garmentHt 
lo^aoB foot, sane on Jionebadk, asd soma io pa- 
iMfMU> Bnunkani, witiv bare btadt and laactifiad 
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aspects— faieers, bedaubed with mud and nriW) 
their matted locks spreading over tfaeh bare boeki 
— momen, with painted eyelida, bracelets, ear-ringe, 
and nose jewels, mincing as they walked, their 
bangla tinklii^ on their ancles, affectedly drawing 
their veils over faces which never knew shame — 
bulls, consecrated to the idols of the city, witb 
burnished horns, and crowned with garlands of 
white jessamine. These, with many miserable crip- 
ples and outca^, so completely filled the streets, 
that the pilgrims passed along them with difficulty: 
while the noise of many voices, the bells and horiH 
of the jdcl temples, the cries of the priests from 
the minarets, (for the pilgrims were now got under 
the great mosque, and could see the doniM of the 
pagoda jusl above the houses on the opposite side,) 
the turn-turns, shells, and cymbals; the whining 
cries of the beggars; the loud altercatiwis between 
the buyer and seller; with the noise of the children 
who were gathered in groups round the pilgrims, 
and became every minute more and more loud and 
bold in their mockery of them; these formed alto^ 
gether, sn disorderly and discordant a sosnd, thaX 
the pilgrims were almost confounded. They en- 
deaTOured however to press forward, the mob g«b 
thering after them as they went, men and eron 
women having now joined the children in' thtftr 
gibes and scoffings: but still the mingled multitude 
refrained from violence, suffering the pilgrims to 
proceed, till they came opposite the great pag[>dK 
Here I saw that a company of Bromhuns, havMg 
been warned of the approach of the pilgrims, cams 
out from the court of the pagoda, (led by him whv 
had formerly been the teacher of Nazareenee,) and 
called upon the mob, in the name of 'their idoltj 
to seize the Christians, and deliver tliem up to 
the punishment of their apostacy: "For they," 
said the Biamhuns, "have forsaken the gods of 
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onrfatfaen, and the Bind^ faith, and bave joined 
tfaemselvea tu the Cbrutiau pTopbet." Theu they 
cyned the pilgnaia and their God in the n^me 
of their debtai; and hoTrible were the blasphenpi^ 
nhich came from their lips. On hearing the voice* 
ot the Bramhuni, the mob now became poetesseid 
with a cruel and furious zeal; and uizingidie pilr 
grims, and dragging them "along the pavement, ibey 
drew ihem before the great gates of the pagoda. 
There, bringing them before a monstrous figure of 
him who bad been the guardian deity of Nazaree- 
nee painted on the wail, the Bramhun, his former 
teacher,, directed them to cast their pilgrims' gat^ 
ments and sacred boolc at the feet of thb figure; 
commanding them at the same time to deny Christ 
in the face of all the assembly, under pain of im- 
prisonment, torments, and death. 

Then answered the old pilgrim, meekly, " How 
can we deny the Saviour who died for us u(>on 
tin ct6iii God foibid that we should do any 
inch' thing." With that the Bramhuns and ihe 
mob becoming more and more enraged, they drag- 
ged the pilgrims into a spacious area, at the back 
uf the pagoda. There they publicly scourged them: 
■Aer which they cast them, more dead than alive, 
into a horrible dungeon, where they left them for a 
atsMn. 

' £4aw the pilgrims lay upon (he damp ground at 
the bottom of the dungeon a long while, their bodies 
b«U)g exhausted with the pain of the scourging. 
IpiiU after a time the old maji said to Nazareenee, 
M,|a U'not written, my brother, BUued are ye, tcien 
mtt'thoil fcxUe j/ou, and persecute you, and ahall say 
tU namer of etii agaitut jfou falsely, for my laie. 
B^W^e, arid be exceeding glad: for great u your 
rm>ard in ieaveit : for so persecuted they the prophets 
viici were before you." (Matt, v, 11, 12.) 

The pilgrims ihea began to pray; and they coiv- 
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timed eamestlf tnlUng m &e. )W*a s>f-^f itufi 
Jesus Cfuist tiU eHening. ^ow dbjs V9; # ,SoJleiw>

danced before th^ idola. In the midst lU ,tiw 
tummltuous aoene the Biftnhjina gave ^tkn.tl^U 
Ibe pilgriins ahould be biought b^oie the pefiyii^ 
and placed upon a scaffold in the "^H^ of )iip 
area; when having eqained ulence to the aaKOV- 
bly, the chief BiOAhuB examined the ^IgOOb. .. 

And first the old man was qu«»ljk)ne4- " WUf 
thou," said the chief firatahuBi " deay Chti«t^, . 

To this the old man meekly lepliecl, «a he Jiad 
done before, " How caa I deny Itim who i'mi for 
tati" Whereupon the Bramhuna, being ecrvgett 
called immediately for the tormentois; while the 
pilgrim Nozaieenee, who atood by tiemblii^ ftom . 
head to ibol, continued stedfoslly to entreat tt^ 
JLord for his ^brother. So the tocmentoTs catb^ 
and while they exercised the ^Igrim wilih ivarioua 
cruel tortures, such as J forbear to relate, tb« 
idolatious ciowd shouted with triumph, blowing 
their horns and shells, beating their ttm^umt, and - 
clinking Iheir cymbals, singing and calling «piw 
their gods. And behold, in the midst of iJut iiv 
fenutl clamour ftai diabpiip^) triumph, a iigbt Mff- 
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peaTed in the heaven above, amid the darkness of a 
starless night; from which an angelic figure de- 
Ecending approached the scaffold on which the 
'pilgrims stciod. Now this angelic visitant was visi- 
*ble only to the pilgrims, and but indistinctly so to 
them, through the dazzling brightness of his ap- 
'pearatice. And drawing near to the pilgrim .Bar> 
tholomew, he supported his drooping head upon 
his bosom, wiping awajr the sweat, which, from 
ihe excess of bis torment, poured in large drops 
down his &ce. 

- Three several times the chief Brambna caused 
the tormentors to cease, and the assembly to be 
silent, while he questioned the martyr if he would 
yet deny Christ! But the piigrim, each time, an- 
swered more and more boldly, that he would never 
deny his dying Lord. At this the idolaters being 
more and more enraged, one ran upon him, and 
thrust him through with a sword; thus putting a 
hasty period to the sufferings of the pilgrim, wbo 
filed 'calling on the name of his Redeemer. And 
at the moment of his death the heavens opened, 
while the angelic messenger bare the spirit of the 
martyr triumphantly away to the regions of the 
blessed. 

' Now while Kazareenee still looked up, glorify- 
ing; God, and rejoicing in the triumphant death of 
his Companion, the enraged idolaters seized upon 
liim, and dragging him forward, put the same ques- 
tion 'to him as they had but now done to his bro- 
ther. To which likewise he made answer, as his 
brother had done, " How shall I deny that blessed 
Saviour, who died for me upon the cross?" Upon 
this Ihe Btamhuns gave command that he^ should 
he tortured; when, suddenly, an uncommon. noise 
'Wu heard fiom without, and behold, a troop of 
Jhinghee soldiers on horseback, bearing the banner 
of the cross, came rushing into the court of the 
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pagoda, biddJBg tlie idolater* iostan^y to denst 
tuna their penecutKW. Od enquiring wh^ce ibew 
wariion eonw, I found ihat a Btre^, not fai distant 
from the court of (lie great pagoda, wbere tbe piJp 
griins were pwKcuted, was possessed by ceitaiafo- 
ri»gieei who professed the Chrintian faitb> The 
diief person aoiong these, bavHg been toU what 
xhe idoUlers were doing, suit a company of tpldien 
M conipfd them to desist from their purpose. And 
JiappJly they arrived in li«ne to rev:ue N»29K«na«; 
for at the sight of the Christian horaunep, thf pe^ 
pk fled, leaving Nazareenee hound upon the scaf- 
fold, near the body of Jiis dead companion. .Sv 
tbey unboMod the living pilgrim, and setting liiig 
on a horae, led him away jo their own streetj 04^ 
rying off at dM same time the body of the msftyJt 
which lihey caused to be decently bud^. 

I aaw ihen, in m; ^roam, that tbe paii^)a»y 
of horsemen led away Nasafeeoee to ilb^r oliiff 
captain, by whom he was kindly iiBceived a»i 
entertained. Now the street in which these fisr- 
ringieti dwelt, was orderly, quiet, and beautiful, 
the houses Naerabling palaces, each atandiog is 
a fair guden. And the pilgrim, as I before sai(4 
was kindly entertained by ihR feringhea. Moro- 
over the tale of hii «jid h» bro^her'a maiU'al stiind, 
which they had made against the idolaters, way 
told from one to Miotber, in all their assembliefk 
Whereupon in every company the people fvaiisei- 
tfau pilgrim, and caressed him, till be be^a t^ k^- 
pleased with bimsetr, and to hve the praiit of Me* 
more lAaa God; (John xii. 43.) forgetui^ that he 
was a stranger and pilgrim on (he «a[th. (Beb, 
XL. 13.) And behcdd, being in great earthly pM»- 
perity, Lis care for divine things seemed to paea 
away from him; neither did he aee or hear wy 
thing in the place where he then was ^hich w» 
likely to remind him of iua eternal interest: for 
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nhtMligh (1» feringhees, in wbose habifatioiu li« 
tKfw dwelt, were called Christians, and bad from 
ikM t^A edncotion gentle and courteooB m&tf 
Btm, not prafitising tke gross vices and cntelties 
of the Pagans, yet God nas far frein ibeJc 
&Mghta, and th^ lived fcttogether in pleaniR 
Md self'iodalgence; neither was there any divine 
«oi%hlp in tfa^T families, nor did they rrad the 
book of Ged. There was indeed a place of 
public worship in the street; but it was sddoni 
▼hited by any of them, and by the major part 
aMef. Nay, it was deemed a thing unpolite, 
fttbong them to talk of bettveu, or hell, or death; 
And be that spake of the cross was despised in 
thM street. Nevertheless, the pilgrim Nazareenea 
mSi as' I said before, much caressed and praised 
among these penpte, befanse he had manfully 
o^Hited the idolalers j for these ffringkeet hate 
idolatry. They therefore lodged him in their 
bfoses; ihey pampered his body, and gave him 
neb presents.

To this Naeareenee made answer, that man's 
■Attaw is- such, that he will ever be perveNJug 
ithai'bvt things; and that the Chritlko rdiglon 
'(RWbt.liOt to ba-ja^d of -by the lives of tb« greater 
'paffof tkoM «4m beu the Christian name, but 
-by the SisifiMce i«elf, " which we baJd," sajd be. 
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"to be the tine word and' law ofGod; and vfaieh 
A« invite all natiom to read, lliough it tteto our 
own condemnation, as proving that we ftH'-Aer 
short of the standard therein proposedi" 

Nazareenee then remarked, that the viewt of 
happiness given in the Koraun were extremely 
degrading to man's nature, relating entirely to 
lensual eiijoymenls, and consisting of such things 
as the Christian hopes end is assured he ahdl 
lose all relish for in the resurrection of the just, 
Dchen he ccmfidently expects to be altogether re- 
newed in the image of his Maker. *' And in the 
meantime," continued the pilgrim, " we consider 
all carnal passions, even when best regulated, as 
nothing less than a galling yoke from which an 
immediate deliverance is devoutly to be wished, 
while the Mahommedan is taught to anticipate 
with delight, the time when he may indulge these 
degrading appetites without restraint." 

"WbatT' replied the Mussulmaun, "do you 
speak vrilh contempt of the enjoymentfl of' Para* 
diser 

Ifaxartente. As a mere man, I should by no 
means despise them : nay, there was a time when 
I was incHpttbie of forming any just conception of 
those purer pleasures, in which the future happi- 
ness of Chrisiians will consist: for these things are 
not revealed unio us by flesh and blood, or un- 
assisted reason, but by the Holy Spirit of God. 
And herein is an argument in favour of what I 
first asserted, that there is nothing above human'

-ings? £ven as ne offer toys to chitdrea, and 
jewels to weak women; in like manner did Ma* 
hommed bold out these carnal gratifications tu 
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fail MUb^l fidlowen. Your (iiaphet required no 
dmue OMistaoce to discover ttiKt such thingi wen 
pleasiof to man, Kid cklculated to increase the 
number of hli f<^lowerB. 

J&MV&unm. Then I am to undenlsnd^ that 
yon believe the vhole of our lacred bookt to be 
the work of mere man i 

Nauireenee. My condnct diacoven my senti- 
meids. I believe that iheie is no way to salvo- 
ri(»ii but the way which I have chosea, namely, 
£uth in' the Lord iesiis ChHst;^ and I pray God 
to give me strength, if- required, to seal thia faith 
with my blood. At the same time, I am' willing 
to heat and pay dae attention to all yon can 
iHge in .favour of your . religioti : for it is not 
the manner of Christiaiu to shrink from enqoiryi 
nay, we lay open our own sacaed book to all 
mankindi not only inviting but challenging the 
■triciest investigatioD. 

Mutsvimaiat, Tbere is one thing which 1 would 
viih . (o know of you. Can you explain how it 
happened, nnless throiigh the prevailing force of 
truth; that the foUowen of our holy faith wen 
-enabled' to bkniali- tLc CiuisliaD religion from so 
many countries, where it was esnblidied and Boi^ 
^da^gi How has the Mussulmaun power grown 
to such an unexampled magnitude as it at present 
exhibits, extending itself ovei one-third of the h»- 
bitable globel Was not this a divine work? 

Then said Nozareenee, " It is weU ktrnwn that 
at the time of the rise of the Mahommedan power, 
the Christian religion had become exceeding cor- 
rupt, Cbrifitiana neglecting to read iheir sacMd 
books, and letaing to their own iindeiEtan£ng, 
whereby they weie led into iriany vile hereBJei and 
delusions i>f Sataii. In consequence of this, God 
flowed the Mahonnnethin Ami- Christ! an power to 
■riw in the eott, as be pamilted the P^a) And* 
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Chrulian power to tpring np in the west; inloidiiig 
to me boUi aa tcouiges for the punishment of fail 
offending people, who bad Ulen from their primi- 
tive purity, and forgotten their first love." More- 
orer, Nazareenee told the Mussulmann, that the 
.rite of these chastising powers had been for^old 
many ages before their appearance, in the book of 
the 'Revelations; wheie the SlahonMnedatu are 
prefigured under the similitude of crowned lo- 
custs, who should devour the third part of men. 
" If you have any doubt," added the 'Christian, 
"of these things, here is my book, and you may 
examine it." With that he pulled his book from 
the folds of his girdle, and offered it to him; 
but the other waving hb hand, declined to receive 
it, saying, " Every one knows that your book 
has been corrupted." 

To this the pilgrim replied, " Your own prophet 
confesses that Moses and Je&us were sent by God, 
and that they who first propagated our religion 
were holy men. At what lime then nere our 
Scriptures corrupted f Was it in the first and 
pumt ages of Christianity (t ask again) before 
Mahoramed was known t or wu it at ^b tin« 
of his appearance, six hundred years after the 
Christian sra, when copies of the sacred Scrip- 
tures were spread throug^i every civilized kingdom 
of the earth i" 

Muttulmaun. I see that you are too strongly 
prejudiced, for uny arguments of mine to prevail 
with you; I but lose my labour. 

P^grim. Nay, friend, be not impatient; I 
am ready to hear all you have to say. 

Muisuimam. If the exalted character of our 
great prophet, and the sacred work of the Koniun, 
both of which you appear to be well acquainted 
with, have no power on your infidel mind; how 
u it posuble that I, a mere moD, and ipeaking 
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ivilk,yat>?" . 

1 " iN»yt but my brother," ttAi ihepigaBi, ''kt 
HB reason together. If you honosr j'oiir ^rojAet, 
t hue more reuon to hononr mine." He thea 
pnteie^ into a comparison botween CbriK aod

knowledged by'hisown disciplm, In have been be. 
goLten acoordii^ to the common couim of i»tuic. 
ilesua," contiuued Naaareenee, "wasteken npiMo 
i^Bven after hb death, si is allowed by Midiom- 
med himself; therefore we Chriilia» can ■ay'-with 
confidence, We know that oar Redeemer Hwti, 
mtd tiat he ihaO ilmiid at th: latter day wpon the 
earth: and tkei^i, ^ter aur ilm,-vKimu -dealtm/ 
this todg, yet iit our Jieai Tue ehail eee God. (Job 
WK- ^5, SO.) But who ever presumed to deny 
that the death of your prophet was after the 
majiner of other men, that he saw cenuptian, 
and now lies in bis graved These xircumstances 
being duly considered, can anyone doubt whicb 
to follow r asked the pilgrim. 

"I see," said (be' ftlussulmaun, "that Satan 
has alto^ther. hardened your heart, and blinded 
y<HU' eyes, so that' you are rOoIvcd to live and 
die in your infidelity: and ODrsed you will as- 
Kuedlybein thelife.lo come." 

Pilgrisi, I have' chosen my master. 1 believe 
that 'bo is able t6 save me, and I am resolved 
to abide - by the consequences ; nay, I < would 
williilgty p^uade otbers to dcr the same. 

J taw iihco} ittroy'dhaoi, that the Mahometan 
p3 
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cutitilresfr&iQ fail iadigtutioa no longer: bntbarst- 
ing into a violent ra^, be called Nizareeoee, s 
Christian dog-, adding thereto many Mher vile and 
angry epilhels, whidi il is needless here lo repeat. 
But I percM»ed that the chief ground of his abase 
Jay in the evil lives which raaBybeating the game 
of Christ are known to lead, thereby bringing gross 
scandal on the Christian profession. 

To this the pilgrim merely - answered, that at 
he did not form his opinion of the Mahommedan 
faith by the evil lives of many of its fotlowera, bat 
from the Keraun itself,- and what is therein written 
concerning the founder of the faith of Islam and 
its appointed doctrine; in like manner, he con- 
sidned it only jnsl that the Christian religion 
should he judged of from the sacied Scriptures 
themselves, and not from the corrupt lives of too 
rmny called Cfatistians. 

' I saw then, that the company of Massulmanna 
became altogether out of patience with Naia> 
icehre; and teHing him that he was numbered 
among the cursed, they commanded him to depart.

And as he went, he 
brake forth into lamentations for the wickedness 
of mankind, end for the hardnets of his own 
heart. He bewailed also the loss of his brother, 
who used to comfort him in his pilgrimage; bat 
more than all he deplored the absence of those 
joyful feelings he had once possessed. "Oi," cried

So the pilgrim went on with much monrning 
and ] amenta tion, on account of the sin he bad 
committed while among the feringhees in Vanity 
Fair, in seeking the honoar of men rather than 
that which Cometh from God. {Join v. 41.) He 
felt not now as in former limes that comfort which 
comelb from above. Nererlheless, he kept on his 
way; though it was with a slow and heavy pace. 
And as he proceeded, behold, the face of the 
conntry changed, and became more and more 
barren and sandy: insomuch that as far as the 
eye could reach there was neither tree nor herb 
to be seen; nor any living creature to be discover- 
ed, save certain evil birds, whose doleful cries add- 
ed greatly to the disconsolate feelings of the pil- 
grim.

prints of a man's footsteps jn the ^a^d ;> aniLtaking 
these ^ ft sure token of the road. he should. p vir- 
tue, he followed their direction for gome time fiilh- 
out fear, till the clouds of dust gradually sub- 
siding, he could perceive before him a. deen.utd 
dark valley. And iu the boitom of this gloomy 
delL there lay a black aud stagnant lake,, having 
110. communication with any running waters, and 
emitting a deadly stench; beside which there 
Stpod a high tower, Or strong hold, of a very ter- 
rific f^pearanCB. 

At. this the pilgrim began to tremble; for the 
castle seenied to frown upon him. .with a very 
threatening aspect: Qeverthelesa he went on fotlov- 
(ng the print of the, footsteps in the sand. .And 
now, as he. approached, he perceived by tbe.ircm 
grating at the windows, that tbis tower was. used 
as a prison-house; a circumstance which. added 
40 much to the horrors of ther place, that he. .was 
even aliaid to look upon it.. Moreover, he heaid, 
as he drew nearer, horrible laraentations and 
sounds of unutterable woe proceeding from this 
^oomy prison, aud such as filled him. with inex- 
pressible , honor. Still, however, purguiog the 
marks of the footsteps, he Went on, .till coming 
just under the tower, he had nearly iallaii bead- 
long into a deep pit, dug there for the purpose 
of catching pilgrims. For, < although tbis tower, 
which is called De$pair, and which is one of the 
strong holds of Satan, is out of the King's hi^- 
^ay; nevertheless, it often hi^pens that pilgrims 
turn aside in this place, where they, are frequently 
caught and sometimes. loteJlyL lost; .and this is 
more especially Hkely (o hefal such as have al- 
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lowed tfaemielvet, contrary to their ovn principles^ 
to be ensDkred by. the pleasures and honoun of 
the aty of Vanity. 

Through the care of the divine Providence, 
howerer, Naiareenee saw. the pit in time, and 
fonnd hb staff of great use in saving him from 
falling headlong into it. Then did the pilgrim 
thank God for this deliverance; and leaning upon 
his staff, he looked into the pit, nhen to his great 
astonishment, he saw a man sitting at the bottom 
of it, with his arms folded, and his eyes fixed upon 
the ground. This was the man in whose footsteps 
the pilgrim bad been treading, and whom he bad 
fbolbbly taken for his guide.

fhtit. (Jer. xvii. 5—8.) 

But tu return to my narrative. I looked at the 
two men, to wit, he that was in the pit, and be 
that stood above; and behold, the latter called 
to the former, saying, " My brother,' what doest 
thou there r 

Vfoa which the other lotting up and groan* 
iaa, said, "Fly, fly from this place; for this is 
the habitation of despair: two things are come t^cw 
Me; tind who thail be sorry for mcf desolation, and

Rouso ihyself. Yield not to despair. Dora nut 
thy ftedeemer live?"

"Oh!" replied the ^ptive, "ray sins are of ' k 
description past forgiveness as you will perceive 
when you hear my history. - 1 was bom in tUe 
City of tke Wrath of God, a Said by birth, wrf-, 
as such, one of the most hoDOurabJe among ilte 
Mussulroduns.' I was deeply instructed in all the 
learning of my fore&therB, ' and was fafitly zealooB 
for the honour of our faith, persecuting «ven to 
death the friend of my youth on his becoming a 
Christian. The noble manner however in which 
this yoitttig man gave >p his life awalaned' 'my 
curiosity concerning ih^ reli^on tvhich had so 
beroicatty support«d him. I procured (h« sacred 
boolt of the Christiatis; I read it, aDd my reason 
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was convinced : in consequence of vfaich I fonook 
iKycountiy -and all that I h^d, and conting anwng 
the Ckristians, demanded baptism. Tbusil b»i 
came a Chriatian, end tupporied my ne^r character 
for leTeral-iyears with great self-«ttis faction; . being

{MUting ithat the honours which were paid to ne as 
a convert from the MussuImBun imth were any 
more than my due.

l^OW I saw, in my dream, that ttie Christian 
messenger and the pilgrim Nazaieenee went on 
very lovingly together, till, arter some days' jour- 
ney, they came in view of an immense range of 
mountains, piled up one above another so ss to 
pierce the very clouds.

and his rest shall be glorious. Aiui tke mounlain 
of the Lord^t hoiue ihall be established in the lop €f 
the mounlaint, and shail be exalted above the ktlU: 
and all nations shallow vnto it." (Isaiah ii. 2.) 

I heard then, that ihe pilgrim N&zareenee oiked 
many questions of the Christian messcDger, co^ 
corning what he saw before him. 

To which the other replied, "It is well known 
unto all who diligently peruse the Holy Scri|>- 
Cures, that I^u Musseeh, when on earth, ap- 
pointed certain men, to be pecoliarly set apart 
as his servants and ministers, to attend the mi- 
viee of God in his church, to solemniie its holy 
ordinances, and to preach the Gospel to all na- 
tions. On these ministers of the Lord, of whom 
I am one," continued the Christian messenger,'*'!* 
devolved the charge of the church or tabernacle 
of Christ, established on the mountains of the 
Lord; and also the keeping of that holy Book, 
which, through their instrumentality, is to be MBt 
forth into all Unds." 

Then brake out NsEareenee, *< Boa &nw((^spiMi 
the movntaini are the feet of htm liat bringetk good 
tidingt, that pxbHth^h pt»ce; ■ tAat britgitk good 
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^oeinpit Tj^ G^ reigmttk.''f (Imah lii. 7.) 

IB.;, dxeua, tbat, about 
ti)fA<liiiie,, t|^ CluiAiAa.measeiiger aud Naxqreen«e 
leached certaJQ mendawA whicli wore watered by 
A .(Inftn fEO^i the hilh; even by tkat nver of 
wiiicb. U it- uid, The ttreams UKreof thall make 
^gd (iU! dty ^ God. (Paalm xlvi. 4.) 
T.^iTka iSMik»ini >oa eacb side of tbis river wen 
«XtKBiely grctn and abundant, conlaioing many 
cbei^Hioto provided foi the flocks of tbe Lord, 
^d bere aJso were many tiees of the same kind 
k» Ui»t Ute leaves of which the little shepherd- 
Jljcy.ha^ apiJied to NaEareenee, trees which bear 
jh^eUe tnaoner of fruiti. So the travdkrs lested 
Uieowel.ves in this place, and bathed themselves 
in lite puu strefimj tbey drank also of the water, 
and ate^of the fruit: after which they were re- 
frqiJicdt and healed, and beautified, and filled 
^ifh y>y. So having remained all the night in 
these meadows, aa the moroing appeared they 
mgpd^oa.tbair way towards the mowitaios, whics 
^j^,w$ie. impatient to reach. And comina at 
lAOgtli to. tbe foot of the nearest of them, they 
jwuld from thence more plainly diitioguiab the 
^tautiful tabernacle on its summit, with its cui^ 
(uus of purplt^ blue, and scailet, together with 
Un banner floatjqg iii the air. 
. Jlilpvf I taw, in my dream, that the whole of 
|his mouotain was extremely pleasant to look 
upon, abounding with fruits, and flowers, and 
S<neeth^bage. Maay springs of water were there, 
^.mii>g 4*'"" ^C hilUside; and the tents of the 
Bh^hards, .wiifa the flacks feeding around then, 
shewed very beautifully among the greea lawns 
JNO^ pmturea. , ifcie also were many tqpa of trees, 
f)J3(Mrdiag..si^de.(a( the flocks, and shelter for a 
BK^ ilW'Mty; <4^JUo^i)9 birds. To the nght and 
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Itft tbe oAa monnb^i «^pt8t«d. Some of (bailt 
looked fair and hoafiMng, ud affincted an ngrt^ 
ftbte prospect; but the gneatest put were etotbed 
in a niuUle of unbraken derkneBs. Amoi^ tbcM 
dsck mountaiiu waodered many flocks; havhig 
(faepfaetdt wbo cared not for them, Bbcpherdi mtm 
«ifl. the fat of the flock, and clothed ihemsrivn 
with tbe wool, but fed not their ihecp, not 
Btiengthened the dneaied, nor healed those th«l 
««« sick. So these sheep wandered thraagh the 
mountatni, and -upon the high, bills, and became 
meat to ^e beasts of the field. (Exk. xxxiv.) 
And behold) tie devii, liie-a naring Sim, waOxd 
abmt aeelmg vAmm ie migit decour. (t Pet. v, 8.y 
Now 1 law, in my dream, that the pilgrinj 
wUh tbe Chrittiaa messenger, began to aicend tlia 
bill; and although the way was ste^, the travd' 
lers were lu ravished wiih the fair prospects whicit 
presented (hemMlves on all sides, that they felt not 
their wKtineu. They pasted by many of thti 
ihepbcrds' tents, situated in verdant lawns, or oft 
the edge of shady topet; where they often stood 
to iKhold the shepherds either guiding (heir fldckt 
toLtbe foantaitis, or leading them forUi to freth 
pastaret; admiring their tender care of the yoone 
lanbs, uid chaiwiMl with the iweet sound of tim? 
pipes. About half-way up the hill, seeing 8' 
boy by the road-ude,- they called to him, to 
enqiure if they were in the right way to tbe lent 
of the chief ihepherd. "See you not," said Iwt 
"the fixMstept of the Lord's flock in the way 
before you I follow these, and they will guide yoa 
to ibe chief diepherd's tent." (Sal. Soag i.) So 
the pilgrims proceeded; and after awhile thty 
reached the Bumnsit of the mountain, whereoa 
was reared the glorioue tabernacle, even ti» true 
Uitntaeie nkick tit Lord pUcM. (Hib. vtii. S.) 
The doors ul' Ibis taberucle were- cntandly

open, both day and oi^; and tbe gtHa of Uiia 
tabeinacJe were of cftrbundeBi let ibrth with &11 
maiiDH of precious ibMc*; and the glorj of tb« 
Lun) W8* mpoo it. Hem,. bIsu, wu seen every 
nwiiaer of bnulifal tree, the £r tree, and the pine 
trae, and tha box, togEther, to beautify the place 
of (be tanctuaiy. Arauad the tabernacle tbere 
was also an eacamptnent of the tents of the chief 
putors: whoM names were Knowlet^, Expert- 
-ence, Watchful, and Kncere. These veuerahle 
men, whi:n news was brought them of tbe anival 
of the Cbriatian meuenger with the pilgrim, came 
oat to meet them, welcoming (hem to the boly 
jnanntiut], and brio^g them water to wash their 
feet. After which, they caused them to sit down 
uader the shade of ou apple tree, while they set 
faebie them a rqwst of Tuious fruit, and whole* 
•onw pabe, with cakes baked Tipon the bcailh* 
and fresh water tempered with a little wine. So 
the travetlen, after they had refreshed themselves, 
eotaed into conversation with the ^epherds: and 
first, tbe shepherds, ai their custom was, enqtiired 
of Nazareenee the history of his pilgrimage; wiih 
vibidi being satisfied, they proceeded to enplain 
to him many things concerning tbcroselves, ihdc 
XiCtfd or chief shepherd) and the mountains which 
they iphabited. 

"Th«e hills," said the shepherd Knowledge, 
" ue the inheritance or possession of our Lord 
afid chief shepherd ; for all thing* were tnade bf 
ikn; and wUiout him iimu not any tiiag made 
tial iwv tnade. (John i. 3.) It i* he that haih made 
nt, and not we ourtehet: we are kit people, and the 
tkttp (f kit pattvre. (Psalm c S.) But the sheep 
in ancient days foiaooli their shepherd, and diose 
themselves another leader, even the Prince of tha 
piprertof dAlkn«s»: uptm which those mountsiu 
y/ttt Mwred with dwkiUH, aiui the flocks b6> 
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cune a pn; Id.kU miniwe of vild-betata. SStrit 
Prince iodMil apfiuiated them^diepbeid), Mea faire^ 
Itng ■hc|>hefdB, who caied not for the sheep, hut 
fad themielveB, m&d not the flock: lo that die» 
mottotun, once lo &ir, and flouiiibing, stmI heaO- 
tiful, wen tnUBfoTtiiBil intD dene of denlatioii; 
while die sheep waiidered through all the noutt^ 
taint, and were scattered thro^h every high h^ 
and became a prey to hungry lions. Mow, aAor 
many ages, came the chief shepha-d; and he had 
a ^afp contest with the evil dm, in which he 
laid down his life as a full, perfect, and enttie 
acrifice for the sins of the flocks; for it h«d be- 
eone necessary that one should die for the sheep, 
ena one without spot or stain of sin, as an ato*^ 
sent for tlirir manifold and great transgiessieiu. 
So his pure blood, even the blood of iIm incarnate 
Ood, was poured out upon these hills. But before 
he laid down his life, he appointed certain shep- 
herds or ministers, of which number we are; and 
to us he gave chugo of the ensign whtcfa he had 
lifnd up, and of the beautiful tabernacle which 
he bad reared; prominng us, that, although fre- 
quently disturbed, and remoTCd from place to 
place, it should never be destroyed. Moreover, 
he commanded us to go unto all the hills, and 
over all the mountains, inviting all the flocks to 
come unto his talxmaclc, charging us to watch 
over his sheep, and to feed them in good pas- 
tures; to gather the lambs in out anbs, and 
gently to lead them that are with young. He 
opened also a fountain for the purpose of washing 
hu flocks from their sin and uncleasness. iluid 
in this fountain be bade us to cleanse the sheep, 
marking tfaera with hb signet; promising ns, that, 
wben be shall have spread his name abroad iti the 
earth, he will como again to:ns,-and dwell trttk 
hii sheep 'upoD these nountaini when (hen sh^ 
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IM dne flnck' knd one ifaeplmd: xnd tboie sre the 
won!) ol his promiie to ui; Beioid I, etwn J, 
mJj tearch m/ tktep, mi tetk tkern out of all placet 
niert tkey June btm tcattered in tke ehrudy and 
^'k dm/, And I mil make tath them a covount 
^ peace, and mli ceaue Ike nil beaalt to eetue 
mt «f tke land: and ti^ tiall dwell tqfefy w 
tie mldenuss, and tieep in tie moods." (Ezek. xxxir. 
11, 13, S5.) 

- I taw tbeD, that the shepherd Knowledge pro- 
(xeded to inform the pilgrim, how they hod been 
persecuted for m&ny ages; and to relate to him 
all that bad happened to them from the depar- 
ture of their Lord unto the present day: how 
they had been obliged to remove the holy' taber- 
nacle from, place to place, and to erect it in «»■ 
ceaJed spots, in valleys, and in clefts, and in holes 
of the mountains; while many of their number 
bad endured cruel torraeiils and death itself in 
protecting it ; hut that their omnipotent \joti. 
bad of late enabled them to lift up their bannei 
on high, and to exalt it on the summit of a 
bill, where it might be teen from afar, even from 
the dark mountains, where no light is. More- 
over, the shepherds told the pilgrim that many 
of their fellows were even then gone forth upon 
the hills of darkness, armed with the sword of 
tbe Spirit, aad clad with the whole armour of 
rigbteouiness, in order to chase away the powers 
of darkness, and to break down every refuge of 
lies. 

Now I saw, in my dream, that, at the close of 
day, the shepherds offered up their evening sup- 
plications in company with ihe pilgrim. And, 
becauie the air of tbe mountains was fresh and 
cool in the night, the shepherds brought him 
into their teats, where he slept till the shepherds . 
awoke him at break of day to go with tfaera into 
&3 
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Ae t&bemacle of the Lord. Now the tabernacle 
wBa extremely beautifal and glorious, such a* (he 
pilgrim had irner eeen ihe like before; and in it 
both the pitgrim and the ihepherds vonhtpped 
before the Lord. When tbe divine worship was 
Snithed, they all came forth; for there were many 
shepherds met togelher on that occasion; aod on 
retiring from tbe house of prayer, they partook 
of an early repast under the shadow of the apple 
tree: (Sol. Song:') and it was pleasing to obsem 
how well the shepherds agreed together, and in 
what brotherly love they seemed to dwell. 

Now when the pilgrim remarked this to the 
shepherd Sincere, saying, " I cannot but admire 
die brotherly love which seems to dwell antong 
yuu; and knowing the weakness of man's nature, 
even when renewed by divine grace, I cannot but 
express my surprise that there should be no dif- 
ference of opinion and customs among yon." 

"Xon mistake," the shepherd answered: "we 
have ditlerent ways, methods, and opinions, in 
trifling matters; but we are held together by one 
common bond of union. As many members have 
but one head, so we all agree in holding one 
great head, even oar chief shepherd; or to change 
the metaphor, Christ is the foundation on which 
we all build — tbe chief corner-stone on which the 
whole building rests. Him we preach; in bint 
we trust. He is our stay, our support, our 
comforter, our righteousness, our rest, the shep- 
herd of all the sheep, the beginning and end of 
all things: and with that shepherd, be he who 
or what he will, that holds not this great head, 
we renonnce communion." 

So the shepherds, rising from their repast, de- 
parted to the charge of their several flocks; and 
the pilgrim, as it was appointed that he should 
remain awhile upon the mountains, accompaaied 
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Now after many days it was reported to the 
shepherds, that two pilgrims were seen upon the 
way coming towards the mOBBlains. The shep- 
herds thereture took their glasses to look abroad; 
and behold, the pilgrims were come so near, that 
they could plainly distinguish une of them to be 
a female, and the other a little child. So they 
sent one of their number to assist diem np the 
hill. It was evening, and the shepherds were sit- 
ting under the apple tree with Nazareesee when 
these pilgrims airived. Now the woman when 
she came np covered her face, according to the 
custom of her country; but the child's face was 
unveiled, and behold, be was dark but comely. 
Then the shepherds received her courteously, say- 
ing, " Sister, peace be with you!" So she bowed 
before them; and they said, "Sister, you have 
done well to come thus far in your way to 
Mount Ziotii" 

To which she replied, " Sirs, I was an idolater 
in my own country, and dwelt with a, husband 
whom I loved. It pleased the Lord first to calt 
bim, who gladly renounced all, and became a 
Christian pilgrim : he would have persuaded me 
to become one also, bat my heart was hard, and 
I would not hearken to htm. On his departure, 
however, I began to mourn after bim; aiid my 
relations used me very unkindly on bis account. 
So, being in affliction, I called to mind all that 
he had said to me when we were together, and 
his words came with power to my h«ut, «nd 
God blessed them to me. So taking this ray son 
in my arms, I left atl and came hither." 

Upon this Naaaieenee was filled with joy; for 
the voice was the voice of his own wife, and the 
child was hii own son. So he ran and embraced 
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ker, haA they wept for joy; ud the ifa^kerdi Uo 
wept. Now the woraan's name wai Parbuttee. 

i taw Ihea that tbe Mlowiog dky one of lh« 
shepherds took the pilgrimg, to wit, Naiareenea 
and his wife, apart, and gare them much Chriafian 
coumel with respect to their duly one towards 
another: lemindisg Naiareenee that it behuved 
him to love and cherish her, at Christ loved and 
cherished the church ; and charging Parbuttee to 
reverence and obey her husband. Moreover,' he 
told Nazareenee that the Christian customs nevct 
admitted & man to have more than one wife} 
" Neither," said he to him, " is it lawful fdr 
a man to be parted from hia wife on slight occa- 
sions: for, what God hath joined together, no man 
must pat asunder." The shepherd further pointed 
out to Parbuttee the special duties of Christian 
women; that it became them not to adorn them- 
(elvea with gold, and silver, and costly array; but, 
as became women profeaaiag godliness, with good 
works, and with the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit. Neither did the shepherd forget to instruct 
iho child; causing him especially to leara that 
appropriate commaodment, Honour ihy father and 
iiy mother; tiuU tla/ days mog be loag in the 
Imd viikh tie I^ord thy God giveth thee.

^tb thtt shepberda to oppose the powen of dark^ 
BHi« and to fight agaimc the evil beasta whicb 
ii^eatad.the dark raouaUins. 
• '>The .Bhopherda were pleased st this propool] 
nwrartfaeleu, they pat the tjuestion to the hvy, 
wWlher he were willing to sIa; with tbem, sad 
beoHM one of their number. To which the b^ 
., tnsvered, that he was very willitig ; Adding, that if 
be, by the grace of God, became a good dwpherd, 
aadverved his muter well, be ibould arauredly^ 
tbiosgh- Esau Musieeh, taeet with his parents 
aglUB m the hiogdom of heaTco. At this (he shep- 
berds Hsiled ; and receiving the deai child, tbey 
ftppoiUed luni a place at the door of the ti^er^ 
nacie. 

ypw wldle the pilpims were preparing to 4^ 
put, word wai brought to the sEepherde that' a 
very large company, a caravan of inlgrimg, nu 
■eo) on ^e way, about two days' journey from the 
noatitaiBS, and that they appeared to be a goodly 
CKimpany. On heaitog this report the ghepherds 
proposed to NaaaraeDee and his wife, that they 
shonld wait fur this holy company, and attach 
themselves to it: " For," said they, " the road 
between this place and the Biver ^ Dtath- it, 
in some respects, a dangerous eoe— dangerous to 
the Bonl. Not indeed with regard to each outward 
trooblea as are luually to be met with in the be- 
ginning of the pilgrimage: but there the travelter, 
being more at ease, is liable to foi^et himself, and 
to f^ into drowsiness wtd carelessness, and thus 
to lose the crown of life, even when he seemeth 
almost to have attained thereunto. Therefore a 
holy society, ainoDg whom will be fbvnd all'ltrt 
dtirine ordinances of [vayer, andpridse, «ad tz- 
boriatiOD,' will be particularly dtsirable to you in 
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this the lail aUge of-^ur pilgrimflee." So the 
pilgrims heukeued to the coonsel «f tka shepbeiibt 
aodwaiud the coming uf> of tke Mravsa. 

Now early next morsing the sbephoxls-and fnb> 
grims could plainly distinguitk tke companj^ aK 
thou^ Ihey weie still at a great diitance. And 
belioTd, they had cameU and diomedaries, whidi 
carried their teats; but the pilgrims thetmdten 
were on foot. Ib the evcniug they encamped so 
near the foot of the inounlaiiii, that the diepheidi 
were able to send them rriiresbmenti of wheaten 
cakes, fruit, and wine. The next momiog betimes 
they struck their tents, and b^an to aieand the 
hilb: and it was exceedingly pleaunt to see rhe 
beast; of burden climbiDg the hilU,:BDd to hear 
the holy songi oi the pilgrims as, they ascended. 

It was evening before they came to the ■nm- 
mit of the hill where the tal>Qjnacle stood; ani) 
beliord, the shepherds bad prepared for them, inn 
del the shade of the trees, all maaneT of re&uli- 
mcwU, spread upon fresh mwtt, with fodder ibr the 
beasts: and the shepherds went out to meet themr 
fallowed by the pilgrims. Then the leadn of the 
caravan, or minister of the holy company, a ««■»• 
rable old man, saluted the company of shepberda^ 
and the shepherds returned the salutalion. I saw 
also that the shepherds introduced the i^grima 
that were with them to those who were just ar- 
rived; after which they all ranged themselves un- 
der the trees. But bafore they began to eat they 
gave thanks. 

Now I perceived that the newly-anived pil> 
grims were of a dark colour, both men and w»> 
men; their features being not unlike those of N^ 
sareenee aod his wife. And upon enqniry 1 fonnd 
that they were of the ancient church which lieth 
among the mountains on the weatem side of tha 
country of MaHTteoee.

>.Naw the- holy company of pilgrims remained 
two days with the shepherds upon the mountains, 
and-upcHi the third day, by sun-riie, they took 
thair departure, having first joined the sbepberds 
in piayvr, and received their benediction.

PJOW I looked after the cotnpany of pilgrims 
and saw them descending among the hilla taii 
narrow defiles of the mouulains iota the.,pliH^ 
below. The venciable minister, by reason oC £« 
extreme age, was borne npoa a litter, certun (i 
the pilgrims following in groups, accordiog-to tb^ 
families, next behind him. After theie came the 
camel), bearing their tabernacle and smaller tenU; 
then followed other of the pilgrims qd foot; loom 
few who were aged, or weak, or teIlde^foc!ie4> 
being placed on the beasts upon the top of the 
atu£r. And from time to time, as they went, t^^ 
brake out into singing, they who led the van bei^m- 
ning, and they who brought up the rear ausweniig 
them in the sume strain of praise; so that tbe 
woods were filled with their songs for many miles, 
while the winding valleys and rocks re>echoe4- the 
holy chorus. 

I saw then, in my dream, that tbe sloping udes 
of the mountains whicii looke4 Mivv^^^Momi 
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EioK were exceedingly beantifsT, and the imeil 
Hereof mu at tie miell of a Jeld which the Lord 
iath Ueued. (Qea. xxvii. S7.) Here were valleys 
Ipresd forth, sod liKn-atcHS and cedar trees planted 
hf the Zxjrd; {Numb. xxiv. 6.) here also the young 
palm (re« flouriihed, and lil^d up their crowned 
heads above the trees of the wood. In the' depths, 
between the hilli, were pools of water pure and cool, 
being supplied by streams from the mouDtains. 

Towards evening, die company coming to a 
plain between the mounlaina, the venerable leader 
^ve a signal to halt. So they stopped, and reared 
their tabernacle hi the cmlre of the plain, with 
their little tents around it, each in his appointed 
place, In beautiful order. It was a pleasing sight 
to observe the pilgrims preparing their evening 
meali the yonnger persons scattered over the ad- 
jacent woods to gather sticks, the elder persons 
employed in grinding their miutata on the smooth 
Stones which had fallen from the rocky sides of 
the hills, or preparing their licile ovens and sto'ves 
jn the ground. Some also having brought water 
in their shining lotas from the neighbouring springs, 
were preparing with meal flat cakes to bake on the 
hearth. Bat among alt this goadly company I 
heard not one angry or obscene word, neither did 
J see any rings drawn on the ground around the 
cooking-place of one family to the exclusion of its 
neighbour; but all was love and harmony, as 
among the dear children of one father. The fe- 
males, too, I could not but remark, were silent 
and modest, not lifting up their voices in loud 
clamour and abuse, but conducting themselves 
with the most lovely decorum. 

Now, after their evening meal, at the appointed 
hour, this holy company resorted to the taber- 
nacle; where, having prayed and sang praiaes, 
their venerable leader a!ddreucd to them a word

Ye believed in the Lord, yo 
trusted net in your own works or dettifvings^ 
therefore ye shall rejoice in the Lord yotir God, 
Jhr he hath tmd, I mU never Itaoe tket^ nor for- 
sake thee; ■ to tluit ye may btddlg toy, the Lord 
it your helper. (Heb. xiii. 5, 6.) Ve must needi 
pftss througb death; for this body which has been 
polluted through sin must be refined in the grave: 
but we know, niy children, that our Bedeemer 
Jheth, and that he iball Hani at the latter day 
upon the earth; and though after ow tki* no^mt 
deatroy these bodies, yet that tn our^h we shall 
Me God. (Job xix. 23, %6.) Moreover, ye are 
well assured, my beloved, that when Ciritt, aho 
M our l^e, sial[ appear,, we alio shall appear mtk 
Mh SH glory. (Col. iii. 4.) Thus the approach to 
deaih in the latter days of our pilgrimage on 
earth, a period which to all others is gloomy and 
awful, is tendered delightful to' the Christian: 
Yea, here he £nds the beginning of that blessed- 
ness in which he hopes to abide for ever." He 
then proceeded to point out the gloomy prospect 
which the Mussulmaua has of death) on the tne 
hand ; after which he expatiated on the indecent 
practices and ridinitous ^fancies with which the 
Hindoo amuses hl«^ir on the other: dect&ring 
to certain of the csmpany, who were strangers 
to the Hindoo doctrine, their unreasonable belief 
respecting the transmigration of souls t .such as had 
pleased their debtas passing into the bodies of cows, 
and such as had offended them being doomed to 
animate the bodies of such little birds as were 
observed among the bushes and brakes on the hill- 
side; adding, that they had many other vile and 
gloomy conceits of the same nature.

^OW I saw, in my dream, thut, because of (he 
light of the moon, the pilgrims were enabled to 
go on all the next night without hailing or de- 
lay. And behold, before the break of day they 
were in the laxid of BeulaU: for although the 
morning had not yet dawned, the venerable bishop 
perceived their siluation by the exceeding freshness 
of the morning air, and the delightful odour of 
the flowers. - Then did be give commandment to 
the musicians and singers, and tbey began to sing 
aloud, so that the whole land rang with the voice 
of praise. And the words of iheir anthem were 
these; — "And the redeemed shall come with singing 
unto Zion; and everlasting joy shall be upon their 
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head: they tliiaU obtain gla^Bxtt <md jo); andtorrew 
and mouriang fhall_flee away " (Isaia^ li. 11.) 

And behold, as the moiniag brakci and the rays 
of the sun begaa to shoot above the woods, the 
pilgrim nere nvished with the exceediog beauty 
of the country; for the land was abundantly wa- 
tered with running streams: Kod fountains, which 
the Ixiid had caused to break forth. So th«re 
being QO drooghl, the ^ass was exceedingly greent 
and there were tree* of every kind which ace 
agreeable to the eye, all bearing fruits of de- 
licious flavouri the flowers also ttppeared on the 
earth. Moreover it was (he time of the singing 
of birds, and the vt^ce of the turtle was heatj in 
the landi Here were the roses- of Shartw, which 
are more lovdy far than those which grow in the 
fields of Bahaf, aodigrapies ntore delicious than 
die grapes of Schins; for the Lord, lifui up the 
light of his couDlwance on this land, neither doth 
be at Miy time forsake it. 

And when the.iobabilants.of the land hrard the 
joyful voices, of the pilgriros, ihcy. arose in haste 
and came forth tp mcc!t them: and having saluted 
them as chitdreD of the kingdom, they hiought them 
into their dwej Hog-places, which being, situated 
among thegroves of trees, aud near the fountains 
and waterfalls, were exceedingly beautiful. From 
this lovely land, over the hlack riwr, even the 
jRher of jDea^A,, which is upon the border of it, 
the pilgrims had a vieiv of the celestial city. It 
was an indistinct view indeed, because of the weak- 
ness of their natural eyes; but withal so lovely, 
and so glorious, that some of the pilgrims, became 
qoite sick and faitit from desiie, even from their 
ardent longing to be absmt from the body, and 
present with the Lord, insomuch that they said 
one to another, " To lite it Chritt; but' to die it 
gain: tee desire therefore to. depart, which it Jar

The venerable leader then erected his tabernacle 
in a very fair field in ihe land of Beulah, Where 
there were njaoy palm trees, and springs of water, 
and where the grass and flowers, by reason of the 
dew from heaven, were ever fresh and green. The 
pilgrims alio pitched their tents aroinid the tabei^ 
nocle, among the trees; where I observed that they 
assembled tbeanBelves for prayer and praise every 
day, at rooming and evening tide. And thns they 
waited till the messenga should arrive to call them 
away. 

Now the first messenger who appeared Mopped 
at the tent-door of him who was the leader of 
the pilgrims. He brought with him, as a token, 
the signet of his Lord; and he bound the signet 
upon the ar^ of the old man. 

The venerable pastor then gave notice to his 
people of his approaching change, saying, " 7 am 
Noa> ready to he tiered, and the time of my depar- 
ture is at hand.

So their faithful leader went down to the river- 
tide, even to the Bietr of Death; and his people 
went with him, weeping. And behold, before he 
entered the river, he raised his hands upwards, 
and said, " O Lord, my Redeemer, I am willing, 
yea, I rejoice to depart; in humble hope of enter- 
ing inta that rest which remains for thy poople. 
Thou hast shewn me the path of life, and support- 
ed me therein unto the preaent day. And now, I 
go down to the grave without fear, ilill looking 
unto thee who art (he Resurrection and ihe Life;

I ttn 
known. M; flefhand m; bniA biletfa; but ihou, 
O God, ott the stroigUi of ny heait, «od lay post 
tioQ ibr ever. Aud beie,. n; chiUnn, here, at 
the momeat of my departue, here, with ay djang 
breath, I dedaie, that I have no conSileDae, ao 
hope, no trust for my future happiuess from any of 
my own works or <t«ervin^; aU my righleousr* 
nets has bees as £lthy rags, siid such as I dara 
not toappear in before the judgmcnt-ant^Chrnti 
but I sl^ appear with ooa6dence clad id th« 
Tobe of my Redeemer's righteouuiess, and deco- 
rated with his garmeac of salvation. And ye, my 
children, my. beloved childreo, abide in him, I bar 
seech you, that, xeien ie skaU appear, ye nay haec 
cot^dence, aid not be athtnatd b^ore him at Ait 
coming." (I Jobn ii. 28.) 

And now, because the messenger of death was 
urgent, the venerable man could add no more; 
so the black waves rolled over him, and, far 
awhile, I lost sight of him. Methought then, in 
my dream, that one came aad anointed my eyes 
with eye-salve; and this eye-salve is called faith. 
And when my eyes were anointed, I could tee 
such thin^ as before my heart had never been 
able to conceive. I saw beyoud the black river, 
Bven tha River ef Death, a region of such glo- 
rious bwuly and brigbtneis as allows of no ado- 
quaU dcscripdon. And behold, ray eyes could 
dislitiKiiish in.lha midst of this blaze of glory the 
baltlemente, the towers, and the gates of Zion, 
all shining, with a q>lendour inSnttely beyond that 
of the n90U-day san. And behold, a glorious host, 
«ven a oonpaay of aogcU, and of the redeemed 
-of the BOBS of men, descended to the borders 
of the river, even the Rker of Deaik, with sound 
of trumpet, with shouts, and with hallelujahs;

holy, holy, Lord God of our salvaiionr 

So they led him through the shining portals, 
and I mw him no mom. But looking i^ain 
towards the river, I saw Nazareence and his 
wife Parbuttee descending hand in hand to the 
river-aide, having been ■ summoned away by the 
messenger of the Lord. And the words of bis 
message were, " Ye have been lovely in your lives, 
and in your deaths ye shall not be divided." 

I saw then, in my dream, that as the pilgrim 
Necareenee stood on the brink of the river, Le 
made a confession of his failh in the Ixird Jesus 
Christ in the ears of those who accompanied him 
< — declaring unto them, how, after being brought 
up in all Ihe darkness of heathenism, he had been 
plucked thence, by the divine grace and favour, as 
It brand from the burning; as his wife had also 
been. " We chose not bim," said the pilgrim, 
" but he chose us. He was found of us, though 
we sought him not; yea he said, 'Behold me, 
behold me,' while yet we were called by another 
name, and served another master." 

Then 1 saw that (he pilgrimi knelt down on 
the river's brink, and crying,- " Lord Jesus, re- 
ceive our spirits!" the black waves rolled over 
them, and their companions saw them no more. 
But while I looked earnestly to mark what would 
become of ttiera, I presently perceived them rising 
from the waves on the opposite side of the river; 
where they appeared exceedingly beautiful and 
glorious, without spot or wrinkle, or any such 
thing. And behold, a shining band of angels 
stood ready to receive them, who crowned them 
with diadems, putting palms into their hands, and 
covering them witlt robes of lighteoosness of a 
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dazzling whitenos, even robcB that had been made 
white in the blood of the Lamb, which was alain 
from the foundation of the world. And the angels 
ascended lo the gates of Zion, bearing the pil- 
grims on their wings, with sound of Iruropels, and 
harps, and songs of praise, such sa mortals never 
heard ; and they cried, '* Glory to the Lamb that 
reigneth on Mount Zion!
